Some weeks ago there appeared an 
article in this paper ujion the resources of 
the w estern portion of Amador county, in 
the neighborhood of lone City, a section 
abounding in fruit, wine, wheat fields, coal 
mines and inexhaustible banks of potters’ 
c la y ; a section which, lor productions and 
returns for capital invested, has 110 supe­ 
rior on the- coast. 
It was then stated that 
owing to the diversity of the resources of 
Amador county, two other special articles 
would t>e written, one taking in Sutter 
Creek and vicinity, the other Jackson, 
which is the county seat, and tiiat portion 
of the county lying to the eastward and 
towaid the summit of the Sierra Nevadas, 
which form the eastern boundary. 
This 
article will be largely descriptive of the 
beautiful town of Sutter Creek and the 
fertile^]anils and valuable mines in its im­ 
mediate vicinity. 


AM ADOU COU NTY. 
The following brief sketch of the county 
is given for the benefit of those not ac­ 
quainted with its geograpical location: 
Amador is bounded on the north by El 
Dorado county, on the soutii by Calaveras 
county, on the west by Sacramento and 
San Joaquin counties, and on the east by 
Alpine county. 
Jackson, its county seat, 
Ls about fifty miles each distant from Sac­ 
ramento and Stockton, and all parts of the 
county enjoy a daily mail and passenger 
connection with Ran Francisco, as well as 
the two before mentioned cities, from which 
it will be seen that it is easy of access from 
the population centers of the State. The 
Amador Branch Railroad runs into the 
-county, connecting with the Central Pa­ 
cific road at Galt, and term inating at lone 
City, w ithin twelve miles distance from 
the other principal towns of the county. 
The San Joaquin and Sierra Nevada N ar­ 
row Gauge Railroad also comes to within 
three to six miles of the county line. 
La- 
trobe, on the Sacramento and Shingle 
Springs road, is distant from Plym outh in 
this county twelve miles. 
Thus the hulk 
of the county while not enjoying direct 
railroad communication is not very far re­ 
moved, and with one line actually in the 
county, and two others not very far oil, it 
is reasonable to suppose th at in no very 
long time a railroad will he extended into 
its heart, especially as the county is by no 
means at a standstill, hut is constantly, 
though it may be slowly, increasing in 
population and wealth. 
Even as it is at 
present nearly every im portant point in 
the county can be reached in ten hours 
from S:tn Francisco. 


W H A T CA LIF O R N IA NEEDS. 
Henry 11. H aight, while Governor of 
t alifornia, ¡11 his biennial message of 18t¡9, 
said: “ Wc need population—not of races 
inferior in natural traits, pagans in reli­ 
gion, ignorant of free institutions, and in­ 
capable of sharing in them without putting 
the very 1 xistence of those institutions in 
jieril—hut we need immigrants of kindred 
races, who will constitute a congenial ele­ 
ment and locate themselves and their 
families permanently upon the soil;* who 
can be admitted to an equal share in our 
political privileges, and respond to all the 
obligations imposed upon citizens under a 
republican government. 
One great need 
of California is a farming population irom 
Germany and other European 
States, 
accustomed to the cultivation of the grape 
and other branches of agriculture, to which 
otir climate and soil are peculiarly adapted. 
We have millions of acres of public lands 
in the mountains and valleys, on the coast 
and in the interior, ojien to purchase and 
settlement at moderate prices, and aclimate, 
as a win Je, the most equable, genial and 
healthful on the globe. 
For certain 
branches of agriculture, especially the 
production of raw silk and the culture of 
the grape, no climate or country can 
possess more favorable conditions; but we 


NEED AN A G RICU LTU RAL POPULATION 
To develop our resources in this direction, 
and we also need an immigration of East­ 
ern and European mechanics and labor­ 
ers.” 
In speaking thus, the Governor truly 
expressed the general sentiment and feel­ 
ing among all classes of people in Califor­ 
nia. 
The press of the State has on every 
occasion, where opportunity offered, taken 
pains to call attention to tfco great re­ 
sources of California that await develop­ 
ment at the hands of an industrious and 
enterprising population yet to come, to 
whom an abundance of rich territory, both 
public and private, is still open upon terms 
the most liW ral ever offered, under laws 
expressly devised to hasten and encourage 
itq settlement. 
W hile the press is not 
disposed to underrate the importance of 
the establishment of manufactures in Cali­ 
fornia, or of our magnificent m ining in­ 
terests, of which Amador county is a por­ 
tion of the best, it will be observed that 
they all claim that the most pressing want 
of the State is an increase of her land­ 
owning farming population, and a more 
diversified and

In the articles that 
appear weekly in this paper it has been the 
aim of the authors to state nothing which 
the facts do not abundantly warrant. Thev 
have refrained from saying much that 
m ight have been said, which, though well 
understood by all Californians, might be 
regarded with distrust by strangers, or ex­ 
cite undue expectations and lead to disap­ 
pointment. 
They will be better pleased to 
find our statements exceeded hv facts. 
W hat we claim, we wish understood, is, 
that no country offers inducements to men 
of moderate means, of enterprising and 
industrious habits, and particularly to ag­ 
riculturists and miners, equal to those 
presented by California.

CH AR ACTERISTICS OF T H E PEOPLE. 
The people of California are distin­ 
guished for intelligence, enterprise, indus­ 
try, and cordiality of manners. They wel­ 
come strangers, and by the improvements 
which they are continually making, they 
attract business and give value to the land. 
The em igrant should never forget that the 
greatest resource of a coturtry—better than 
gold, silver, coal, iron, or Than all together 
—is an educated, orderly, energetic popu­ 
lation, such as California has. 
The em igrant wants to go to a country 
that has a large area of good land unoccu­ 
pied. 
California has, according to esti­ 
mate, SO,000,000 acres of tillable land, of 
which less than 8,000,000 are inclosed, and 
over 40,000,000 acres remain open to pur­ 
chase. 
Much of this land is remarkably 
fertile, producing more wheat, more grapes 
and fruit to the acre than any land in the 
A tlantic States or Europe. 
The climate 
has many advantages. The sanitary con­ 
dition of the State is most excellent. 
There is a great opening for manufactures, 
which m ust be built up, because of the 
abundance of raw m aterial; the great cost 
of exjHirting it and reimporting the manu­ 
factured articles will give protection to 
home production.

The richest mines of the northern hemis­ 
phere are here. 
The annual product of 
gold is more than 820,000,000; that of 
Amador county alone being in the neigh­ 
borhood of 83,000,000, which will continue 
to increase as the mines being developed 
to-day are the richest and most extensive 
in the world. 
All these many and superior advantages 
must infallibly result in attracting to Cali­ 
fornia a large migration, and consequently 
land will rise in value and trade will in­ 
crease with rapidity, thus securing a large 
profit to those who settle here soon. 
Rev. John Todd, who visited Amador 
county several years since, in his book, 
‘•The Sunset Land,” says: 
“ There is a 
natural tendency to disbelieve the traveler 
who comes hack to his Eastern home and 
reports things which he has seen that are 
very unlike our own experience. 
We 
think he must have been in a kind of 
mental fog, in which everything looked 
large; or he must have been credulous and 
easily imposed upon; or th at lie comes 
home wishing to be regarded as a hero, 
and is therefore tempted to exaggerate. It 
is also an acknowledgment of our own 
ignorance and want of enlargement, to 
own that another has seen what we never 
saw, and can tell us of things which we 
cannot deny, but which wc can doubt.

and produce well, while the apple, peach, 
plum, prune, apricot and all the smaller 
berries seem to mature to perfection, and 
require the least of cultivation. 
Every 
family has its orchards 
and vineyards 
for domestic use, hut as vet 110 one has 
gone into the business extensively with a 
view of furnishing the metropolitan m ar­ 
kets or for Eastern shipment. 
Jackson Dennis, Wells Fargo's agent, 
the telegraph operator, and one of Sutter 
Creek’s most enterprising and public-spirit­ 
ed citizens, has become impressed with 
the idea that the fruit interest of this sec­ 
tion is to become a leading industry, and 
lias one of the best improved places in tlie 
vicinity, besides having

He lias ten 
acres in Symrna tigs, some 800 trees, and 
when they begin to bear he has an idea 
his fortune will he made, as it surely will. 
This is the most extensive fig orchard of 
that superior variety, in this section of 
the State, and 110 doubt Mr. Dennis will lie 
handsomely remunerated for his pioneer 
movement 
in 
this important industry 
which, some years hence, will he very 
generally engaged in. 
Dr. J. I.. Mavon, a cut of whose hand­ 
some residence appears in this issue, has 
also demonstrated the superior adapta­ 
bility of the soil and climate to the m atur­ 
ing of fruits, and has a large general va­ 
riety which will compare with that pro­ 
duced in any other locality cf the State. 
The llora in his yard—the shrubbery and 
tropical plants which grow in great pro­ 
fusion—not only attest to the doctor’s good

ITS E A R L Y H ISTORY. 
j 
Like all of the original mining camps, 
; Sutter Creek has a history which, if w rit­ 
ten with the thrilling incidents that trans­ 
pired within its limits during the Pioneer 
1 days, would read like the veriest romance. 
! Though General Sutter and his party 
. mined here in 1818, there was little done 
until the discovery of quartz in 1851. 
The 
, mining at first was of the most primitive 
’ character, the cradle or the rocker being 
tlie principal method of separating the gold 
from the earth. 
In the spring of 1850 a 
! great 
improvement 
was 
made. 
Jim 
I Wheeler, Boz. Good rich and Dick Moulton 
' brought a long tom, which was first used 
in the northern mines, from Sacramento. 
It was a daring innovation, and, like most 
new things, was unmercifully ridiculed bv 
the conservative portion of the miners. 
It 
was only seven feet in length and sixteen 
inches in width. Small as it was, it effected 
a great saving of lalior, and was soon 
i brought into general use, though a year 
later it was displaced by the string of 
sluices, which enabled the miners to make 
good wages out of much poorer dirt. 
After 
the discovery of quartz mines, the energy 
of the best men of Sutter Creek was turned 
to that industry, which has been the lead­ 
ing one since, and placer mining became a 
m inor interest.

SUITER CREEK. 


A G e n i A m o n g tlie F o o t h ills —A n I n d u s ­ 
t r io u s a n il K e t in e il C o m m u n it y . 
One of the most noted mining towns in 
California is Sutter Creek, which lies four 
miles north of Jackson, the county seat. 
It is said by all who have visited it, to be 
tlie prettiest town in all the Sierra foot­ 
hill region. 
The buildings on the main 
street, in the business portion of the town, 
are substantial brick structures; the streets 
are graveled and well k e p t; the residences 
are numerous, of neat architectural design ; 
the grounds handsomely kept, and the en­ 
tire appearance of the place is indicative 
of the thrift and good taste of its enter­ 
prising inhabitants. 
No person has ever 
visited this model town who has not gone 


days of the gold 
excitement, soon sought for the source 
from which it came. 
.Sometimes gold was 
found with quartz adhering to it, or occa­ 
sionally a quartz pebble riveted through 
and through w ith gold. 
The veins of 
quartz 
SEAM ING T H E H ILLS 
In the vicinity of tlie richest placers also 
served to point to that rock as the original 
source of the precious metal. 
No exten­ 
sive attempt at quartz mining was made in 
Amador county until 1851, although earlier 
quartz workings were heard of in Mari- 
p-'sa county, at a place called Carson H ill. 
The whole country in the neighborhood 
of Sutter creek abounds with quartz; in 
some places there are mountains of it. 
The first discovery of gold in quartz in 
this locality seems to have lieen made by 
a man by the name of Davidson, a Baptist 
minister, in February, 1851, on the south 
side of Amador creek, near tlie spring 
there used by the miners. 
Bowlders of 
considerable size were lying on top of the 


ground, supposed to Lave been detached 
from the vein. 
Gold w as discovered in 
some of these and subsequently in the vein 
from which they had 
fvien detached. 
Associated with Davidson were Glover, 
H erbert and Cool, all ministers ; hence the 
mine was known as the 


“ m i n i s t e r ’ s 
c l a i m . " 
They afterwards took in as a. partner 
Samuel H ill, who was to furnish th e funds 
necessary to develop the mine. 
About the 
same time, Thomas and Jam es Rickey lo­ 
cated the vein on tlie north side of the 
creek, since known as the Original Amador. 
None of these men had ever seen quartz 
mining, and although they could see the 
shining metal in the quartz, they were at 
a loss how to extract it. 
Mr. H ill, of the 
Spring H ill company, went to Sacramento 
and bought a steam-engine, aged and an­ 
cient in style. 
The main shaft was of 
wood, with bearings of round bar-iron two 
inches in diameter, wluch were driven in 
witli a hammer, the end of tlie log being 
handed witli iron. 
Tlie cams were large 
spikes of bar iron driven into the shaft 
and afterwards bent. 
The stamps had 
wooilen stems, and spikes driven into the 
stems for tappets or projections, against 
which the cams should play to raise tlie 
stamps. 
The gold was saved, or rather 
lost, by means of a rocker about eight feet 
long, worked by the saíne power as the 
stamps. 
This mill proved a failure, and 
was soon rebuilt with improvements sug­ 
gested by experience. 


T H E FIRST SUl < ESSFUL M ILL. 
The mill on the north side was started 
in September, 1851, with somewhat better 
m achinery. 
It made dividends as well as 
wages for its owners, who were all workers. 
Quicksilver was tried, but from some cause 
failed to give satisfactory results. 
It was 
also discovered that much of tlie gold was 
lo st, being too tine to settle in the ordinary 
riffies. 
W hile experiments were being 
made to remedy the matter, a German, 
who had had experience in mining in 
Peru, proposed to amalgamate with aras- 
tras. 
W ith his assistance, the company 
took out about seventy-five ounces a week, 
the German receiving one-thirteenth part 
for his share. 
It was the first successful 
quartz mining in the county, and, so far as 
that is loneerned, in California. 
The discovery of gold-bearing quartz, 
and its successful working, aroused the en­ 
tire country. 
All were looking forward to 
the time when the gulches and surface 
claims would be exhausted, and there were 
numbers of men who thought this was the 
case as early as 1852. 


EX CELLEN T W A TER F A C IL IT IE S. 
Amador county is perhaps the best- ( 
watered county in the State. 
Her canals, 
filled with clear, pure waters, from a never- 
failing supply obtained in the snowy 
bights of the Sierras, are found on every 
mountain top. 
They girdle tlie hillsides, 
render productive the rich fruit lands and 
turn the wheels of all the mills in the 
country; have superseded almost entirely 
steam engines, and furnish motive ¡lower 
at a minimum of cost. 
The towns of Sut­ 
ter Creek and Amador City have water 
works second to no cities upon the coast. 
They are owned by R. C. Downs. 
The 
mains are laid 


the industrious miner, at a distance of a 
tew miles apart are the towns of Jackson, 
Sutter Creek, Amador City, Drytown and 
Plym outh, the chief industry in each of 
which is quartz mining. 
Here are to be 
found the largest, most complete, most 
economically operated mills upon 
the 
American continent. 
H ere are miners and 
Superintendents of mines, and manipu­ 
lators of sulphurets, who have devoted 
their lives to the industry, and have lie- ¡ 
come expert and scientific. 
Here are gold 
mines the development of which 


G IV ES UNDOUBTED ASSURANCE 
Of many years working of ore that will 1 
yield not only handsome hut immensely 
rich returns to the undaunting courage of 
the miner. 
In the early days of tbequartz 
excitement, in the absence of suitable ma­ 
chinery for hoisting works, before the 
bringing in of water for motive power, the 
operations seldom went below tlie 500-foot 
leveland the expensive operations caused the 
lews of many fortunes and the abandonment 
ot many mines that have, in the new era 
of improvement, and tlie years of exjie- 
rienee in this class, become veritable bo­ 
nanzas. 
In the thirty-six years that mines 
have been prosecuted upon the “ bonanza 
field ’ that extemls across the county from 
Calaveras 011 the south to El Dorado <m 
the north, it has been demonstrated by the 
more recent developments that tlie greatest 
bonanzas lie from 1,000 to 1,500 feet below 
the surface, and those who have delved 
that deep have been rewarded for their 
labor. 
I he deep 
sinking on the mines 
at and near Plymouth during the past two 
years have confirmed th at theory bevond 
a question of doubt. 


T H E H A Y W A R D M INE. 
Slitter creek can boost of having the 
deepest-worked gold m ine in tlie world— 
the Hayward—-that has been sunk to a 
depth of 2,300 feet, which is 1,300 feet lie- 
low the sea level, a depth obtained by 110 
other quartz mine in the history of min­ 
ing. 
The name of this mine is the Con­ 
solidated Amador, but it was better known 
throughout California by the name of the 
man Alvinza Hayward, whose pluck, en­ 
ergy, with a good share of luck, developed 
it into the best-paying gold mine in tlie 
world. 
In 1853, three mines 011 the south 
side of Sutter creek—Wolverine, Eureka, 
and Badger—were struggling fur existence, 
Alvinza Hayward owning the largest in­ 
terest in tlie one last named. 
None 
of the 
quartz 
mines 
at 
that 
time 
were 
genii, ready 
at 
the 
asking 
to 
bestow 
fortunes; 
011 
the 
contrary, 
they were always requiring enormous out­ 
lays for sinking shafts, running cross-cuts, 
timber, wood and machinery, all making 
quartz mining a precarious employment. 
The W olverine was among the first to fail. 
The Eureka was divided into about sixty 
shares, most of tlie holders being working­ 
men. 
The Badger was equipped with 
hoisting works and a m ill 011 the creek 
below the town of Sutter Creek. 
W hether 
because the rock was inferior or unskill- 
ftlllv handled, it

The fire plugs are so numerous, and the 
pressure so great, that tire departments 
have been entirely superseded ; every tax ­ 
payer is able to take care of his own prop­ 
erty, and conflagrations like those of the 
early days are rendered impossible. 
This 
water, a great convenient*, excellent for 
domestic use, sufficient for all manufactur­ 
ing purposes, i- sold at a very small figure. 
The Amador Canal Company, whose 
headquarters are in Sutter Creek, is one of 
the finest ditch properties in the S ta te - 
sufficient for all present purposes, and 
capable of enlargement to equal a demand 
many times as great. 
The length of the 
main canal, which heads on the North 
hork of the Mokelumne, and taps the cele­ 
brated Blue Lakes, is 45 miles in length. 
In size it is six and a half feet at the Ixit- 
tom, nine on the top, and three and a half 
feet in depth, and the water pure, clear, 
wholesome, 
F R E E FROM DEBRIS 
Or deleterious matter. 
The grade of the 
main canal is eight feet to the mile and the 
velocity about two and a half miles per 
hour. 
Tlie distribution ditches aggregate 
about 130 miles in length. 
This ditch and 
its branches reaches nearly every portion 
of the county where water is likely to lie 
needed for mining, milling, manufacturing 
nr agricultural purposes, including in their 
course Clinton. Inchtown, Sutter Creek, 
Amador City, Jackson, Butte City, Ranch­ 
ería, New Chicago, Drytown and lone. 
The elevation of the canal at its head is 
some ljilOO feet, which leaves it sufficient 
bight at all ¡mints along the line to 


D R IV E T H E H EA V IE ST M ACH IN ERY 
W ith a minimum of water. 
The storage 
capacity is 8,000,000,000 gallons, and the 
property has cost nearly $1,000,000. 
The 
Sacramento people are talking of piping 
this water to the < 'npital City, and if it is 
done the “City of the Plains” will have a 
“ boom” such as Ixis Angeles never had, 
and a sudden “boost” that will at once 
place her foremost in the rank of manu­ 
facturing cities on the Pacific coast.

not regret it, as crops 011 our £15-land are 
more certain than on the high-priced land 
in the large valleys of the State, and the 
price obtained for all farm produce is 
greater. 
For mining capital no more in­ 
viting field presents itself, and the great suc­ 
cess attending those now here, is sufficient 
guarantee to offer to those who would in­ 
vest their money in milling property. The 
county possesses no hank, and it is the uni­ 
versal opinion of our business men that an 
institution witli a capital of from §50,000 
to $100,000 at Slitter Greek would pay ati 
ample return to the capital invested.

fN MEXICO. 


SOMETHING OF LIFE AMONO THE 
MEXICANS. 


E x p e rie n c e s E u R o u te to th e F a m o u s 
C a v e rn o f C a c a h u a m ilp a — 
S o u th e r n M ex ico .

C u e rn a v a c a . August 27, 1887. 
Travelers in this queer State of Morelos 
should not fail to visit the cavern of Cacg- 
huam ilpa, whose actual wonders surpass 
anything found by Sinbad the Sailor, or 
all descriptions of the fabled abodes of the 
G enii. 
It lies in that rugged mountain 
range about thirty miles southwest of the 
State capital, Cuernavaca, and is of u n -! 
known extent, having as yet been explored ; 
only to the distance of ten or twelve miles. 
Until a comparatively recent period the 
great cave was known only to the Indians 
alone; or, if the early Spaniards had heard 
anything alwut it, its existence was en­ 
tirely forgotten. 
Some fifty years ago a 
noted criminal, for whom the country was 
being scoured, sought it as a place of ref­ 
uge, ami in hunting for him the cavern was 
re-discovered. 
Although in former days 
it may have been used as a place of wor­ 
ship by Toltecs, Tlahuicas, or some other 
vanished people, superstitious fears have 
kept the modern Indians of many genera­ 
tions as far away from it as possible; since 
all the natives roundabout firmly believe 
that within its shining recesses 
THE EVIL SPIRIT HAS ITS DWELLING, 
In the form of a goat, with horns and long 
lieard, who guards the entrance to his sub­ 
terranean abode. 
And, true enough, just 
inside that vast and gloomy palace there 
is such a figure, surrounded by many other 
mysterious, gigantic and most extraordin­ 
ary forms, which it is scarcely possible to 
believe are only the fantastic productions 
of the water that, through slow centuries, 
has been trickling, drop by drop, from the 
lofty roof. 
The few natives who, from any 
cause, have ventured within the portal and 
beheld these apparitions, brought back 
such wild talcs to their credulous compan­ 


i o n s , that even the neighborhood of the 
enchanted mountains has lieen rarefullv 
avoided, especially at night fall, and peo­ 
ple spoke of it in whispers. 
But several celebrated travelers have 
visited the place; and a few years ago a 
great 
cavalcade of Mexicali 
notables, 
headed by the President, made a pilgrim­ 
age here, meeting with numerous acci­ 
dent.-, and adventures. 
Perhaps the best 
description of the cavern ever given is 
that by one of this party, Senor Antonio 
('ubas—a well-known Mexican geographer 
and statistician—in his “ Una Excursion 
de la Caverna de Cacahuamilpa.” 
As is usually the case, the information 
concerning the cavern that can be ob­ 
tained in its vicinage is scanty indeed, the 
people thereaUmks being interested only 
in keeping at a respectful distance. 
But 
Mexico is not singular in this resi>ect. 
In 
th e course of mv lile 1 have met many 
Kentuckians, and, having always great cu­ 
riosity concerning the one wonder of that 
¡State, 1 have said to each and every uue of 
them, “ I suppose you have visited the 
Mammoth Cave ?” and, actually, I have 
never yet seen a person from Kentucky 
who replied in the affirmative, though 
most of them avowed their intention of do­ 
ing the cave “ .sometime!” 
It is the way 
of the world, you know, to put oft' investi­ 
gating things close at hand, though others 
cross the ocean to see them. 
Even Gen. 
Morgan, late American M inister in Mex­ 
ico, confesses to having dwelt long within 
twenty miles of the Pyramids of Gizeh, 
yet left Egypt without ever having seen 
th e m ! 
Of course our Cuernavaca 
acquaint­ 
ances endeavored to dissuade us from 
m aking the journey, telling us disymrag- 
ing tales of 
“ p e r il s by sea AN1> p e r il s by land,” 
J n the shape of rushing rivers to be forded 
and robbers hidden in lonely gorges of the 
m ountains; but we long ago learned that 
• nose expeditions which are easy of ac­ 
complishment, and which all the world 
has made, are generally not worth the 
making. 
W ith considerable difficulty we 
at length induced several amicably-dis­ 
posed Americans—exiles like ourselves— 
to make up a party, which was subse­ 
quently joined by two young German la­ 
dies, a resident Italian and his wife, and a 
charm ing Mexicana, attended by several 
of her male relatives. 
The cavern can be reached only on 
horseback; and as no hotel accommoda­ 
tions ate obtainable, blankets, provisions, 
etc., for several days iiad to lie “ toted.” 
besides a lot ot colored lights and llre- 
works that our Mexican friends insisted 
upm taking, with which to illum inate the 
crystal walls of the interior, to the immi­ 
nent danger of the donkey upon whose 
back they were | a ked, and which we 
momentarily expected to see ascending 
skyward in small particles, like the dog 
Sycamore that swallowed the fire-craekers. 
As mentioned in a previous letter, this 
old, old city lies about four thousand feet 
above the sea, on a spur of land jutting out 
from the mountain, surrounded hv two 
barrancas, or ravines, of great length and 
dizzy depth. 
Because of its natural situa­ 
tion the ancient inhabitants (when the 
town was known as Cuauhnahuac, “ The 
!• lower-surrounded") considered themselves 
perfectly secure from the assaults of any 
enemy. 
And, indeed, Cuauhnahuac was 
one ot the most difficult raptures of all the 
Spanish invasion, held in the embrace of 
these two stupendous gulleys and hacked 
by an impassable mountains. 
W hile the 
rest of Mexico was falling into the hands 
of the greedy conquistadores, its citizens 
(the 
peaceful 
Tlahuicas) went calmly 
about their business, believing their an­ 
cient stronghold impregnable. 
But alas ! 
THEY RECKONED WITHOUT THEIR HOST, 
Having had no previous experience with 
“ Christian” warriors. 
1 think it was in 
the spring of 1521, while preparations 
were going on for the final investment of 
the Aztec capital, that the Spanish army, 
purely for the pleasure of the conquest 
and the hope of finding gold, concluded to 
attack unoffending Cuernavaca. 
For a 
long time they could make no headway, 
being completely ballled by the deep ra­ 
vines that encompassed the town. 
At last, 
while searching in vain for a bridge or 
means to make one, some of the soldiers 
found two trees, which had happened to 
fall across the narrowest portion of the 
abysmal channel in such a way that their 
topmost branches rested insecurely upon 
one side and their roots on the other. 
Over this [lerilous pathway the intrepid 
rascals crawled “ on all fours,” at the risk 
of their lives, rallied on the other side 
and captured the astonished town. 
I confess 1 never could believe this 
G.ory, as told by the old chroniclers, until I 
had viewed the ravine myself, perhaps at 
the very spot where the conquerors crossed. 
Then 1 readily saw that, though hazard­ 
ous, it was possible for them to have ac­ 
complished i t ; but no one need doubt that 
as the books say, numliers of them fell oft 
through dizziness, and were dashed in 
pieces on the rocks below. 
The eastern chasm is narrowest, being 
not over thirty feet in width, but fully 
e i g h t y feet deep. 
I t is now spanned bv 
the quaintest structure that ever bridged 
a barranca—a double arch of solid mason 
work, the lower one carrying an aqueduct, 
from which water 
trickles continually 
down the steep, fern-hung walls of stone 
and patters into the stream far below. 
The southern ravine cannot he less than 
two hundred feet deep, and between its 
narrow walls a thread of silver tumbles to 
the stony bottom. 
We managed to reach this cascade 
though somewhat dizzy in the head and 
shaky in the “underpinings”—by edging 
cautiously along a narrow cliff and look­ 
ing out through the fleecy veil of water 
from a deep cave worn out by the constant 
dripping behind it. They tell us that 
TOOK EMPRESS CARLOTTA 
Came often to this very spot when she 
lived in Cuernavaca; and once she fright­ 
ened an attendant by walking boldly along 
a tiny shelf of rock far beyond a point of 
safety. 
Above tower gigantic walls of 
basalt, and 
below ¿yawns the gravelly 


bowl, two hundred feet deep and fifty feet 
across, into which the stream falls. 
Well, we crossed the southern barranca 
one early morning—a merry company on 
horseback—and came down into the vast 
coffee groves and sugar estates below the 
town. 
All day we rode through cultivated 
fields of pine-apples, bananas, sweet pota­ 
toes, corn, interpersed with orchards of 
plantain and guava trees. 
N othing more 
beautiful can be imagined than a garden 
of platinoes, as the different varieties of 
bananas and plantains are here called— 
their enormous leaves, like silken banners 
of pale green, drooping from smooth stems, 
arching far alwve your head and trailing 
on the ground. 
To be sure the, great 
branches of golden fruit are said to be the 
favorite breeding-place of scorpions, who 
have an uncomfortable habit of dropping 
down upon your head in a wad at unex­ 
pected moments—and we are told that the 
small, brownish species which abound in 
this section are far more dangerous than 
the big, black ones of Durango ; hut one 
cares little for these minor evils after a 
short residence in the tropics. 
In a banana-grove our noon-day lunch­ 
eon was partaken ni /renco, eked out by 
fresh fruit growing overhead; 
guavas, 
oranges 
and 
pineapples 
borrowed ” 
from near-by fields. 
Later we crossed an­ 
other deep barranca and came to an Indian 
village, hidden among coflee-trees, where 
little rivers gurgled through the streets and 
every lint was embowered in flowers. 
In this region one frequently meets what 
at first sight looks like the phenomenon of 
tree-trunks ejecting water, which showers 
around in small streams. 
Closer inspec­ 
tion, however, reveals the fact that the 
tree is covered with 
THE CHICARRA, OR HARVEST-FLY, 
(Cicade spumaria), which is forever squirt­ 
ing in all directions, making a noise like 
the distant whistle of a locomotive. 
They 
are found only in the tropics, I believe, 
and abound chiefly in Central and South 
America. 
Away oft' in this direction, reached 
through lanes bordered by flowering trees, 
is a famous chapel called Chapultepee. 
W e made a long detour to visit it, ana on 
climbing the tower for a view, found a 
stone bearing the date of its erection : 
“ Ano 1737 ”—old, perhaps, for the U nited 
States, hut in Mexico too recent to he in­ 
teresting. 
The iirst night was passed at Acapan- 
singo—the prettiest Indian village I ever 
saw, its cane cottages covered with lilacs 
and white creejiers, every lane of the town 
shadowed by blossoming trees and bordered 
by running water. There are no inns, or 
even mesons, in this out-of-the-way section ; 
but so great is the hospitality of the peo­ 
ple, that the stranger is sure of cordial 
welcome and the best the casa affords, at 
whatever house he chooses to stop. 
H ere the ex]>cdition eame near being 
brought to an untimely close, by the asser­ 
tions of our host—backed up by several 
neighbors whom he brought in to verily 
his statements—that we had undertaken an 
impossibility, at least by th at route, be­ 
cause the barrancas ahead, which we must 
cross to reach the cavern, were totally im­ 
passible for ladies. They assured us" that 
so steep were the mountain paths and 
passes, men and horses had been known 
to fall backward in the ascent, or plunge 
forward, heels over head, in the perpen­ 
dicular descent. 
Since it is well kitown 
that Mexican ladies are the best riders in 
the world—surpassing even their English 
cousins in equestrian achievements, we 
were plunged ¡uto the depths of despair, es­ 
pecially after our rosy-cheeked companion* 
de voyage, tin German girls, voted de­ 
cidedly for abandoning the enterprise and 
returning home in the morning. 
At this point the village Alraldi—a tan- 
colored gentleman in a bright-hued scrape, 
sky-blue breeeies and shirt worn outside, 
who had been loudest in offering discour­ 
agements, eamii to the rescue by suggesting 
that there was another, though much 
longer, route to the cavern, which possibly 
might be travlrsed with safety, if we were 
all good riders. 
Well, we were not—your 
scribe especially l>eing notably good-for- 
nothing in the saddle ; hut she wisely held 
her peace, and to her great joy it was at 
length decider, to go on in the morning, at 
least to the limit of practicability. At this 
point the A haldi suggested th at more 
guides would be necessary, and offered to 
accompany us himself, with several of his 
compatriots, for a liberal consideration, to 
act as a sort Jl relief corps, as it were, in 
ease of enicrgmicy, ami convey us hack to 
town 
FOR REI ±IRS OR FOR BURIAL, 
As the case ndglit require. 
Long after­ 
wards we lea:Hed that we were on the 
right road a f* r all, proceeding, as first 
intended, by much the safest route. W hat 
the object of tie hospitable Aeapansingoans 
could have beer in thus misleading us into 
“ by and forbidden paths” at the risk of 
our lives—beyond the few dollars gained 
by the Alcaldi and his friends and the 
price of two days’ entertainm ent—is one 
of those unguessable conundrums one per­ 
petually encounters in Mexico. 
W ith all 
their sweet politeness and generous hospi­ 
tality, these uncertain people sometimes 
seem to take as much delight as the fabled 
im psofthe Katterskills in upsetting the 
carefully-devised plans of the stranger 
within their gates, and sending him off'on 
some wild-goose chase. 
However, in this 
case we flattered ourselves that the inter­ 
ference arose from a perhaps pardonable 
desire on the part of the Alcaldi and his 
appreciative neighbors to enjoy our societv 
as long as jiossible; and on that account we 
forgave him, despite the hardships entailed 
upon us and a legacy of humps and bruises. 
But this ram bling letter has made itself 
so long already that we must defer the re­ 
mainder of it till another week.

FARMING IN JAPAN. 


The P ap aw as a F ib er P la n t. 
An article from J. I*. F. is published in 
the monthly report of the South Carolina 
Department of A griculture as to the grow­ 
ing of papaw as a fiber plant. 
He says: 
A new industry might lie started, not 
only giving pleasure hut considerable profit 
to those who would engage in it, .and re­ 
quiring little or no capital. 
The common 
papaw bark has a fiber that is equal to the 
best hemp or flax, somewhat superior in 
strength. 
A grove can be started without 
any future culture outside of preparing 
the land to plant the seed. After a growth 
of two years the young shoots can be cut 
and placed iu pure water, and let them re­ 
main for two months, then taken out and 
stripped of the bark, which can be done 
readily. 
The fiber will be of a pure white 
color, while the outer hark will lie of the 
color of hemp and very strong. 
I have 
been making use of it for years for hame 
strings and other purposes about my farm. 
I have some now on hand, but it was not 
carefully prepared, as the sprouts were 
placed in muddy water mid only intended 
for ordinary farm use. 
The 
smallest 
string can lie used with needle as common 
thread, and will last equally as long. 
After cutting the shoots they will sprout 
out from the stumps and lie ready for the 
next year's crop. 
Another advantage, the 
trees will grow on both bottom and up­ 
land. 
The writer now has a grove grow­ 
ing on common upland that, was planted 
from the seed. 
Now that machinery has 
been iu vented for decorticating ramie and 
jute, I can't see why it would not answer 
the same purjiose for the papaw. 
Many of our river and creek bottoms 
have become so uncertain as to crops, par­ 
ticularly the lowest and best lands, that it 
might be well to devote those lands to 
some other crop that, if flooded, the farm­ 
ers would sustain no loss thereby. 
I have 
never seen it tried, hut I am satisfied if 
the fiber is properly prepared that it will 
make very superior cloth. 
I hojie some 
one else will give their experience, and 
that the exjieriment will be made.

It was my fortune during the past year 
to spend a couple of months in the Empire 
of Japan, during which 1 traveled over 
some portions of the interior, and was 
much struck by the difference between 
their way of doing things and ours. 
My 
object in this paper is to try and sketch 
some of the salient points of their use of 
land and the products derived from it. 
Of 
course the very limited time 1 had at my 
disposal, the small portions of the country 
traveled over, and the difficulties in under­ 
standing the methods of a people whose 
habits 
were 
new 
to me, and whose 
language is often a mystery to those 
who 
have 
lived 
here 
these 
many 
years—all 
these 
prevented 
me 
from 
making much more than superficial ob­ 
servations, but a great deal of their farm­ 
ing seemed so new, it was certainly enrious, 
and much of it I thought would be instruc­ 
tive to the thoughtful farmer in California. 
Asking some indulgence in view of my 
limited opportunities of observation, I will 
describe what I saw : 


a n a t io n a l h e r m it a g e. 
The conditions under which Japanese 
agriculture is maintained and the methods 
by which it is carried on are 
utterly 
different from our own that it is very hard 
to give any adequate idea of it. 
First, remember the country was sealed 
practically to all foreign commerce and 
intercourse for two hundred and fifty years. 
Of course the jieople were cut off' from all 
knowledge of modern advancement in ag­ 
ricultural science and all improved methods 
of handling the soil and crops. 
At the 
same time there was no exports to foreign 
countries, and the firm ing was confined 
to the domestic 
needs of the Japanese 
themselves. 
To produce what their own 
people ate,drank and wore was the problem 
of the Japanese farmer, and so they have 
raised the same crops on the same fields 
with the same quaint old tools, and by the 
same prim itive methods, as satisfied their 
fathers hundreds of years ago. 
LOW WAGES AND CONTENTMENT. 
Then lalior is so low, there is no need to 
puzzle their brains for labor-saving ma­ 
chinery. 
Men and women both work in 
the fields, and 1 was told that in the agri­ 
cultural districts an ordinary laborer re­ 
ceived only l(i or 17 cents a day, while an 
al)le-l)odied girl earned only 12 or 13, out 
of which comes their food and clothing. 
This will tell why we in America cannot 
raise tea, where so large a part of the 
[licking and preparation is hand labor. 
And yet poverty-producing as these wages 
seem, the people were contented and happy 
in their lot, more so, it seemed to me, than 
in any country I have ever visited. 
Of course with such low wages all agri­ 
cultural products are very cheap. 
I regret 
that I have not by me the current market 
rates for domestic produce, but wheat was 
selling at 75 cents to $1 per cental and 
native flour, dark to be sure, but whole­ 
some, brought only from $1 50 to $2 50 in 
silver per barrel—prices th at would drive 
the California farmer and m iller mad. 
NO LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY. 
Another point in which their farming is 
essentially diftérent from ours is the ab­ 
sence of machinery and of domestic ani­ 
mals. 
They have no sheep, no hogs, and 
very few horses or bullocks or cows. Dairy­ 
ing is consequently unknown. 
No butter 
or cheese is produced, and beef, mutton 
and j>ork arc unknown as articles of food, 
except in the treaty ports where foreigners 
reside. Of course, in the absence of sheep, 
woolen clothing, when used, is of necessity 
imported. 


VEHICLES AND TRANSPORTATION. 
There are very few wheeled vehicles 
drawn by animals iu any part of Japan. 
Of course, the foreigners in the treaty 
ports Have their carriages, but most of the 
travel outside of their cities is done on foot, 
or (rarely) on horseback, or byjinrikisha, a 
kind of large baby wagon, two-wheeled, 
drawn by one or two coolies. In the cities, 
freight is transported on wagons propelled 
by men who can be heard at all hours 
chanting 
their 
song 
as 
they 
keep 
step 
at their 
work, or 
by 
boats 
on 
the 
canals which intersect 
every 
Japanese city. 
In the country, produce 
is taken to market on pack animáis, either 
horses or bullocks, and one sometimes 
sees a rude two-wheeled cart loaded with 
freight ami "drawn by a single bullock, 
while much of the light material is carried 
on the hacks of men. 
In the country the 
roads for wheeled vehicles are few and 
generally narrow. 
This apparent absence 
of means of transportation is made up for 
in great measure by very free water com­ 
munication. 
All parts of the empire arc 
easliy accessible by sea, and great care is 
taken to utilize the navigable rivers and 
to supplement them where possible by 
artificial water-ways. 
WASTE LAND ANI) ITS USAGE. 
The hills and mountains are generally 
bold and steep, and arc but little culti­ 
vated, only , the lower parts lieing put to 
use, and then only after being terraced into 
level plats of ground. 
As they keep no 
flocks of sheep or herds of cattle the higher 
parts of the hills are of no use for grazing, 
and are thinly inhabited, and unused ex­ 
cept for the raising of trees. The Japanese 
may well teach us a lesson of economy and 
good management here, for they plant 
many thousands of acres of these waste 
lands with forests, and thus they save the 
hills from being denuded, and preserve the 
uniform flow 
of 
the 
streams, 
while 
the hills yield them a constant supply 
of timber. 
Although 
the 
country has 
been 
densely 
populated 
for centuries, 
and 
all 
the 
buildings 
are 
of 
wood, there lias ticen little occasion to im ­ 
port timber, for their own hills yield them 
an ample supply by this sagacious manage­ 
ment. 
. 


scarcity a nd use o f f e r t il iz e r s. 
Another peculiarity resulting from the 
want of domestic animals, is the alisence 
of bams on the little farms. 
W here there 
are no animals to house no bams are 
neded. 
Of course the supply of barn-vard 
manure, so much relied upon in the older 
countries, is entirely lacking. 
This want 
does not seem so strange to the farmer in 
California, whose work is generally on a 
large scale, which precludes manuring the 
land, and where a virgin soil needs onlv 
rest and deep plowing for its recujieration. 
But 1 well remember how carefully every­ 
thing was saved on the little farms in 
New 
England, that could 
help 
the 
exhausted, worn-out soils, and all the 
can- could 
not keep the lands 
from 
from wearing out. 
But the Japanese 
farmer has no barn yard to refresh his lit­ 
tle plot of ground and give him his one, 
two or even three crops a year, and he 
practices many expedients to'fill the gap. 
He digs deep and turns over fresh soil 
every year; he brings down from the hills, 
when they are near, loads of fresh earth 
and spreads it over his ground. 
If his 
farm is near to the sea he uses sea-weed 
and fish as m anure; but, above all, his 
main reliance, especially near the cities, is 
night-soil and urine, which with us nearly 
all runs to waste. 
About the farmhouse 
everything of this kind is carefully pre­ 
served. 
In the cities water-closets are un­ 
known, and every night the vaults and 
urinals are emptied and their contents 
taken to the country, many miles away. 
All this material is placed'in vats made 
for the purpose in the fields, and covered 
with rice straw awnings to keep off' the hot 
sun and the rain. There it lies for months, 
till it has thoroughly fermented, when it 
is ready for use. 
It is then dipped out in 
buckets, carried to the growing crops and 
carefully sprinkled about tlieyoung plants. 
This process is repeated several times dur­ 
ing the season. 
Sometimes piles of rice 
straw or chaff' or old leaves are saturated 
with the mixture and left to rot, when this 
product is used as we sometimes put stable 
manure under a hill of corn. 
This economy of material Ls all that has 


kept up the fields of Japan, where the 
population has been dense for so manv i 
centuries, and where the land is cropped 
not merely once a year, hut much of it 
twice or even three times. 
The objection 
is sometimes made by foreigners that this 
process tends to spread the germs of dis­ 
ease, but I have never seen anv proof of 
this, while the Japanese contend that the 
thorough fermentation which always takes 
place in the vats destroys all germs and 
renders the m ixture entirely harmless. 
VARIETY a n d v o lu m e o f p ro d u c tio n 
Before going further it will be best to ! 
present a statement of the principal pro- j 
ducts of the empire, as this gives us a key j 
to some of the methods of agriculture. ] 
There is such discrepancy in the different 
authorities on this subject, that I applied j 
to the Government officials at Tokio for \ 
reliable information, to be embodied in j 
this article, and Mr. Yanageka, formerly j 
Consul at San Francisco, and now of the j 
A gricultural Department at Tokio, sends

AVERAGE YIELD— OTHER LEADING CROPS. 
If these figures be correct, the average 
yield per acre is 27.78 bushels of rice, 19 
bushels of barley- and 12.8 bushels of wheat. 
This last rather exceeds the average of the 
L nited States, which is certainly rem ark­ 
able, considering the very poor quality of 
the soil and remembering that the land 
has been steadily cropped for centuries. 
The sugar I understand is made from 
sorghum. 
_ In addition to the products enumerated 
in the table there are raised vast quantities 
of beans, lentils, millet, and also yams and 
other roots, and considerable amounts of 
grapes, oranges, persimmons and 
other 
fruits. 
It will be oliserved that the grass 
and hay cut no figure in the yield of the 
land. 
This is due to the lack of domestic 
animals. 
Being almost without cows and 
horses, they have no need of hay’. 
A glance at the figures shows us that rice 
is the staple food of the people. 
N ext 
come barley and rye, and after them, 
wheat, unless beans or lintels is a still 
laFger crop. 
This fact th at rice is the 
great product of the soil, has, I think, 
shaped the style and fashion of their agri­ 
culture. 
Rice must he flooded with water 
in its infancy and needs profuse irrigation 
in all its stages, 


EXTENSIVE 
AGRICULTURAL 
TERRACE 
WORK. 
To this end the land must be level and 
the supply of water abundant. 
These 
customs have modified all the agriculture 
of Japan. 
All tl e cultivated land is rare- 
fully leveled, no m atter whether it is hill 
or valley. 
The hills are terraced at im­ 
mense labor, and the plains are cut up into 
immeasurable little level plats of ground of 
all shapes and sizes, according to the slope 
and shape of the surface. 
Around Tokio 
or Kioto the hills are not much cultivated, 
hut hack of Nagasaki they are shaped into 
an endless number 
o f ' terraces—little, 
narrow strips of land, often not over six or 
eight feet wide, and carefully sustained by 
bank walls of stone. 
The traveler in Ger­ 
many remembers the terraced vineyards of 
the Rhine and Moselle, with wonder at the 
labor spent in creating the soil, hut these 
are nothing to the care taken to reduce the 
Nagasaki hills to a condition where they 
are capable of Japanese cultivation. These 
terrace walls are often five or six feet high 
and of stone ; but iu the valleys the walls 
are of earth, frequently not over a foot or 
eighteen inches high—just enough to re­ 
duce the surface to a level. 
These little plats of ground of course 
cannot be plowed, they are generally too 
small, and are turned over by hard manual 
labor, the tools used being a heavy hoe 
with a long blade like a garden spade. 
You may often see women, as well as men, 
wielding this huge implement, which must 
he a very severe day’s work. 
Occasional ly 
you see a man ploughing some unusually 
large field with a single bullock or a pony 
hitched to a very rude and prim itive plow.

CHICAGO LETTER. 


YA RIEIY OF EASTERN 
WINTER 
AND SUMMER 
WEATHER. 


T he C olony for N evada C ounty — 
P rosp ects o f E xten sive Im m igra­ 
tio n —C aliforn ia F ru its. 


C h ica g o , August 2 9 ,1887. 
E es. R ecorii-U xion : It is some time 
since I wrote you a letter for publication, anil 
one very cogent reason for this is the fact 
that for about two months past the weather 
lias l>een so abominably hot that when my 
regular work for the (lay was done I could 
not summon energy sufficient to write. 
You remember that last winter 1 wrote of 
constant cold waves and blizzards, and this 
summer has been a succession of hot waves, 
or rather a hot wave came early in Ju ly 
and stayed h«&- for nearly two months. 
In fact it seemed to be a consolidation of 
hot waves. 
There was little or no rain during that 
period. 
Not only did hum anity feel its 
blighting influences, but 
all animated 
nature and vegetation. 
Leaves on trees 
were withered and dry, looking as though 
blasted with frost ; 
vegetables died or 
withered in the ground ; the jiotatoes were 
almost baked; eggs shipped from interior 
towns to commission merchants turned to 
chickens in the cases in some instances, 
and the corn crop was nearly a total fail­ 
ure. 
I simply recite these facts to show 
the reason why so many people are com­ 
ing out to make homes in California this 
fall and winter. 


A COLONY FOR PLACER COUNTY. 
Ily invitation of Mr. Somwerville, of 
the C. and \. R. R., in this city, I visited 
the rooms of the California Colony Com­ 
pany, of which lie is a prominent member. 
It was on the 19th of this month, in the 
evening, and I found nearly one hundred 
people nresent who desired to know some­ 
thing about the county where the colony 
hail located its lands. 
1 found that the 
lands selected were on the line of the Ne­ 
vada City Narrow Gauge Railroad, not far 
from where it crosses Bear river, and near 
the old Ralston tract, now owned in part 
by ex-Councilman W hite, of Oakland, Cal. 
I was up in Placer bust summer, and 
through the courtesy of Mr. Kidder and 
Mr. Loughridge, rode over the narrow 
gauge road on the engine, and thus I had 
an opportunity of seeing the land advan­ 
tageously. 
1 told these people about the 
place they intended going to, and although 
I could not do the subject entire justice, 1 
think I gave them some idea of it. 
The colony is flourishing; there will lie 
one hundred families there in less than 
three months. 
They will build a large 
hotel, school-house, church, stores, dwel­ 
lings, etc., and will go into the cultivation 
of fruits extensively, and it will help 
“ boom ” that locality. 


APPRECIATION OF VALUES. 
Speaking of booms, 1 think the reason 
booms are created is simply because people 
of certain localities wake up to the fact 
that heretofore they have not half appreci­ 
ated the advantages surrounding them. 
W hy the old sleepy'heads at Los Angeles 
had to be awakened by some enterprising 
Chicago, New York and Boston men, who 
visited that country seeking health or rec­ 
reation, and finding the climate equable, 
and ascertaining that a seven-vear-old or­ 
ange tree bore fruit each year worth at 
wholesale from $3 to $20, and that the 
land was selling at about one-tenth its 
value, considering that an acre of the land 
had ample room for one hundred trees, 
commenced buying largely and after a 
while the land attained something néar its 
value. 
I have heard people curse Lucky 
Baldwin for charging $000 per acre for his 
land, yet that is not a high figure and 
within three years people will pay $1,000 
an acre for it. 
Land in Illinois or Ohio 
at $100 per acre is dearer than laud in the 
San Gabriel valley at $1,000. 


CENTRAL CALIFORNIA 
W ill have Its boom as soon 
as peo­ 
ple find out its advantages. 
Your Sacra­ 
mento valley will teem with toiling peo­ 
ple in the near future. The great valley 
of the San Joaquin will support millions 
of people. 
The Minnesota Colony will 
send hundreds out of the hyperborean re­ 
gions of Minnesota, Ihikato and Montana 
this fall, and thus escape 40° below zero 
this winter. 
The new colony organization here to 
settle in Kern county will have 100 or 
more familes in Kern county, about 12 
miles south of Tulare lake, before the 1st 
of January, 1888, and in a new town they 
will he voting for Blaine, a year from next 
November, just the same as they could 
here. 
NOTES OF CHICAGO. 
There are some queer sights in a great 
city like Chicago, which, by the way, al­ 
ways has a boom going on. 
I was riding 
in a street car the other day down R an­ 
dolph street, when my attention was called 
to a sign which read, “ Don’t go down town 
to get robbed, drop in here.” 
“ There,” said I, “ that fellow is honest, 
anyway. 
He just says plainly that you 
need not take tlie trouble to go down town 
to get robbed, as it can he done there just 
as well.” 
Rut tlie man who called my attention to 
it said : 
“ You’re oil’; way off; he doesn’t 
mean that, 
lie means that he will deal 
squarely with you, and the other fellows 
down town will rob you.” 
“ O h!” said I, 
'oftly, and the ear rolled hy and the driver 
amused himself trying to see how far he 
could make people run to get on the car 
liefore he pulled up on the brakes. 
And this reminds me of how the grip- 
men on the cable cars also amuse tliem- 
selves here. 
It is quite a rare thing to 
have them oblige anyone if they can help 
it. 
I have seen people signal for a car, 
and the gripman glance at them in a stony 
manner, and the ear rolled hy, leaving the 
party on the street-crossing shaking his 
li-t vigorously at the vanishing car. 
These 
fellows hardly ever stop the car for a man, 
but do sometimes slack up a little so one 
can jum p on. 
If he slips and falls, the 
driver laughs pleasantly and keeps on. In 
tact, I have conn to the conclusion that to 
get along well in this city, if one has much 
riding to do on a cable car, he. must or 
should have a shotgun to stop them with. 
O ur California fruit meets with much 
favor here and finds ready sale. The pro­ 
ducers need not fear an over-supply, for 
increased production will lie met with an 
increased demand, and people grow, in­ 
crease and multiply faster than trees ever 
can in California. 
The boom will increase 
in that State until the maximum value of 
land is reached, and that is still a long 
wav off.

The fruit 
gardens of California are a far better invest­ 
m ent than cattle ranches; indeed, we are 
only now being educated up to the fruit 
consuming point which any nation would 
be sure to reach, given the opportunity of a 
full, cheap and continuous supply-.

Yalsayre, who intends to agitate for free­ 
dom of female garb, seems destined to find 
many supporters, both male and female, 
The Prefect of Police lias for some time 
past allowed several women to wear male 
attire, hut for particular reasons. 
Among 
these is a female from Marseilles «vho is 
blessed with a hirsute appendage on her 
chin which would do honor to an athletic 
sapear, a soldier who is popularly supposed 
to grow a marvelous heard. 
This woman 
was of course followed by a crowd of small 
hoys whenever she appeared in public. So 
the liearded woman resolved to discard the 
petticoat forever, and to don tlie pantaloons 
of the stronger sex. 
To this intent she 
made an application to the Prefect of Po­ 
lice, which was granted at once. 
The 
other women who are allowed to assume 
man's habiliments are a few female paint­ 
ers or copyists, who work on high ladders 
in the picture galleries, and aliotit half a 
dozen persons who have left off the proper 
garb of their sex for motives connected 
w ith health. 
Since Mme. Dieulaiby appeared at the 
Opera Comioue in the evening dress of a 
eopurchic, M. Gragnon, the I’refect of Po­ 
lice, has recalled to his subordinates the 
edict against the wearing of men’s clothes 
by women. 
But nobody has been pun­ 
ished, and it is probably in view of this 
leniency that some females continue to ap­ 
licar in public dressed as men, while the 
Prefect Ifimself is continually jiestered 
with applications from women who want to 
walk about Paris in male attire, like 
Georges Sand, and who allege medical 
motives, which M. Gragnon, prudently 
and diplomatically professes not to under­ 
stand. 
But if Mme. de Yalsavre’s pro­ 
posed petition to Parliam ent be rejected, 
as it undoubtedly will be, that brilliant 
dame will at least have tlie satisfaction of 
knowing that she will have given another 
impetus to tlie prevailing fashion among 
her countrywomen of making their gar­ 
ments as masculine as possible. 
This vear, 
for instance, men's felt hats have'been 
largely taken into wear hy the ladies, and 
the modiste has been frequently aban­ 
doned for the hatter. 
In these ’circum­ 
stances it may lie safe to predict that the 
days of the divided skirt, at least, are not 
fitr oil.— London Telegraph. 


A STA N D A RD FO R SERV AN TS. 
In other countries there are settled wavs 
of doing every detail of household work. 
The nearer a worker approaches this stand­ 
ard the more her work is valued. 
If she 
is not acquainted with the proper wav she 
is laughed at hy her fellow-servants, as a 
had carpenter or other workman would be 
hy his shopmates. 
Before training-schools 
for servants, therefore, can he the success 
that those for nurses are, its rules for work 
must be accepted as unquestioningly. T hat 
there must lie reform in the present state 
of domestic service, if women are to retain 
their health and ability to make home the 
happiest place in the world, is as certain to 
observant minds as th at the coming gen­ 
eration of children will he wretched, nerv­ 
ous beings if the reform does not come. 
The evil has been so steadily increasing 
th at we may hope, in view of the awaken­ 
ing interest, that it has reached that 
“ w orst” where, the adage says, “ change 
must com e;’" hut let us prepare ourselves 
to aid it. 
No reform of this kind will 
come quickly or suddenly, but if employers 
are in earnest, if they (or any large num­ 
ber of them) w ill adopt a standard of work 
and pay lilierally only those who can bring 
undoubted diplomas or credentials that 
they are capable of doing it, service would 
become the business of a better class of 
women, as nursing has, since to be a well- 
paid servant she must be both capable and 
respectable. 
The low-paid would soon im­ 
prove, for they would not feel, as now, that 
it does not m atter how they forfeit the 
right to a good recommendation, or how 
incapable they are, for some one will en­ 
gage them at any price they like to ask.— 
Good Housekeeping.

REMARKABLE EXAMPLE OF PUBLIC 
CONFIDENCE. 


Californians pride themselves upon their 
indc|>endence. They l>oast of the spirit 
■with which they resist imposition. 
Y et in 
fact they daily *nd hourly submit with the 
most confiding trustfulness to a system that 
may deprive them of an exceedingly large 
percentage of their income. 
Some one TC-marked in a recent meeting 
■of the Improvement Association that there 
is a woeful lack of confidence by the people 
in the people. 
It was a false judgm ent; 
in no other State in the Union is there 
such exhibition of absolute, unlimited reli­ 
ance upon human honesty as among the 
people of this Slate. 
Millions of dollars 
change hands daily in this State u p in the 
basis of weights and measures, yet though 
we have fifty-three sealer- of weights and 
measures, not one of them in a decade has 
!>een called upon to exercise the functions 
< f th e office. 
The Political Code establishes an exact 
and simple system of weights and meas­ 
ures, conformable to that set up by Con­ 
gress, and has provided admirably made 
test weights and test measures stamped as 
standard, which are w ithin the reach of 
all the people, but no one uses them. The 
Penal Code affixes a |>enalty for selling 
any article short in weight or in measure, 
yet as a m atter of fact a prosecution under 
the law ha?- not been had in many years, if 
ever. 
So lax and easy-going are we, that our 
law- do not even provide for the official 
examination of scales or liquid measure 
vessels except by consent of the seller of 
merchandise. 
T hat is to say, if the m er­ 
chant chooses, he can have his scales and 
measures officially stamped, but not other­ 
wise can they be interfered with. 
W hoever buys a pound of sugar, a roll of 
buttes, a ton of coal, a hale of hay, a pint 
of oil, a quart of milk, a gallon of wine, or 
anything by bushel, |x>und or liquid meas­ 
ure, if he reflects a moment, must realize 
that ho reposes entire trust in the seller 
and in the scale ami,measure maker. 
He 
may Is' cheated 10, 15, 20 or 25 per cent, 
liefore his very cve>. and is helpless to pro­ 
tect himself, except in the m atter of foot 
and yard measures, which anyone may test. 
But all other standards arc in the office of 
the Secretary ot State and of the several 
< minty Clerks, where they have remained 
unused x> many years, that even the offi­ 
cials will find difficulty in unearthing them 
from the du-t of decades. 
Chinese |*eddlers largely supply the peo­ 
ple of towns and cities with vegetable food, 
and though these venders are cheats by na­ 
ture, and conceive it to lie a solemn duty 
to spoil the Christian, the confiding Cau­ 
casian trusts to the deceptive spring scales 
of the heathen with abiding confidence in 
their enrreetne®. Indeed, such perfect re­ 


p o se uf confidence as buyers place in sellers 
in this State is the most marvelous ex­ 
ample of human trust in modem records. 
There is no reason whatever, except such 
:i< arises out of innate honesty, why any re­ 
tailer should be at all affected by fluctua­ 
tions of the market, since he can equalize 
them with perfect im punity by adjustment 
o f his weights and measures. 
It is not 
going too far to say that among so many 
there must be a very considerable number 
who avail themselves of tiie opjiortunitv. 
A merchant of this city, sjioken to upon 
th e subject, replied that he did not believe 
there were a half-dozen scales in any <om- 
munity that would weigh equally, and we 
venture the assertion that not one in six 
is absolutely accurate according to the 
standard set up by the State, and this may 
be true without the knowledge of the re­ 
tailer, since he accepts his scales from 
makers 
who 
are 
numbered 
by the 
hundreds. 
In the simple article of roll 
butter 
it 
is a 
well-known 
fact that 
there is conventional shortage of from one 
to two ounces on the pound. 
In this arti­ 
cle, however, little harm is done hv the 
variance from the standard, since it is so 
iully acknowledged that the price is ad­ 
justed accordingly and rolls guaranteed 
“ full weight’’ are not infrequently put 
upon the market by manufacturers at a 
higher rate and the “full weight” given as a 
reason for the advance. This “ full weight” 
guarantee, so freely advertised in price­ 
lists, is in itself a frank confession on the 
part of-the manufacturing and retail world 
that shortage of weight is so common as to 
m&ke “ full w eight” guarantees induce­ 
ments to purchase. 
The city of Chicago recently set a sealer 
of weights and measures at work to dis­ 
cover to what extent-' the people were 
flceosd by unscrupulous dealers. 
As a re­ 
sult, he has had a large number of weight 
and measure men before the Courts, and 
they Lave all been convicted and pun­ 
ished 
lie discovered that it is a very 
e asy m atter for the butcher or grocer to 
make the dial-platc of the circular spring- 
scales respond to very small-sized parcels 
with large sized announcements. He found 
th at tie- weights and measures in use in 
the Harden City very re rely tallied with 
the true ounce or pound or gill or gallon, 
lu many casi?- he discovered that eleven 
ounces 
avoirdupois 
have 
made 
a 
pound 
in 
Í hicago 
for 
years, 
and that the percentage of gain to the 
rotan, r and 
the aggregate v f loss the 
buyer, in consequence, have run up into 
sc ires of millions of dollars. 
He dis­ 
covered that a pint arid a half answered 
f-r a o.iart in many casca, that tL 
pe.tk 
fell abort nearly a third, and the liu-bcl a 
fourth. 
The milkman he found often used 
short measures a> well a- the hydrants. 
Not a few measures were d isc o v e rt with 
false l»>ttoms. 
spiral-spring balances were 
seldom correct, and where old, had lost 
elasticity, and showed 
tiie weight 
1 v- 


I'oor ]>cople are the chief sufferers by 
defective scales and insufficient measures, 
as they are seldom able to apply tests. 
But the public generally are interested in 
having all 
shortages eliminated 
from 
trade, and this can only he done by period­ 
ical examination of weights and measures, 
and spring scales, especially, which are very 
often defective. In the absence of a law eom- 
I>elling dealers to test their scales the buy­ 
ers can bring about couformity with the 1: .w 
l»y trading with those whose weights, and 
measures are stamped by the County Clerk, 
who is ex officio sealer. 
But m</it jusqtle 
will prefer to trust to the hor.estv of the 
seller than invite the friction ami disa­ 
greeable consequences of asking him to 
have his scales, weights and mea-'are ves­ 
sels stamped. 
The most singular phase of ike subject 
is disckv-ed by the history of the law in 
this State. 
In 3850 the law giv e the de­ 
frauded jiersou five times the damages and 
the costs. 
Itd id not theneequire dealers 
to have their weights and measures marked 
by the “ Scaler.” 
In 1853 this defect be­ 
ing discovered the Legislature passed au 
Act requiring 
all 
persons using any 
weights, measures or beams for sale of any 
article of traffic, to have the same certified 
by the County Sealer at least once a year. 
AVhoever used weights or measures not 
conformable to the State standard, was lia­ 
ble to indictm ent and a fine of $1,000. Un­ 
der the law of 185$ if a jierson knowingly 
used false weights or measures, he or she 
was to lie deemed a “ common cheat,” and 
fined not exceeding $200 and imprison­ 
ment for not more than three months. 
But the law has been radically, and for 
the worse, amended, and it is not a vio­ 
lent 
presumption 
that 
the 
amend­ 
ment was engineered through on pur­ 
pose to render 
the 
statute 
ineffect­ 
ive. 
Certain it is, that as the Code now 
reads, the County Sealer can certity to 
the correctness of such weights and meas­ 
ure?- only as arc brought to him for the pur­ 
pose. 
(Pol. Code, Sec. 500.) 
So far as 
penal provision is concerned, the life lias 
been taken out of the law by repeal of the 
section providing punishment fur the use 
ol weights and measures uncertified, and 
by reduction of penalties for knowingly 
selling by false weights and measures to 
small fines. 
The .subject is one that may well engage 
public attention with a view to securing 
reformation of the law for the protection 
of buyers, and it is by uo means too soon 
to begin to prepare the way now.

R ecohd-U nion 
urged 
ujion 
the 
Legislature 
inquiry 
into 
tbe 
subject and

amendment of 
tl .«■ Codes as Ls needed, but with political 
purposes to accomplish, no such small 
thing as an economic question and one of 
tiesty of sale by weight and measure 
lid be perm itted by the Legislature to 
u a foothold upon its attention.

V/HEN DOO'TOES DISAGREE. 


L>r. Beckwith, Chairman of the Com 
ttee on Adulteration of Pood, Drinks 
il Drugs of the Ohio State Board of 
riealth, is out with a statement th at is 
really alarming. 
He declares that the 
sophistication of foods and drinks is far 
greater than the public suppose. 
Eng­ 
land, France, Germany and other Enro­ 
lla n States were long ago driven to severe 
legislation to check the evil, and while 
American States have done something in 
that direction, there is necessity for greater 
stringency. G reat Britain has the most 
ifcinpreliensive and sensible laws on the 
Abject, and we can i-opv from her with 
Aofit. 
- “ At the present time nearly all the 
adulterations are mere dilutions and sub­ 
stitutions in the interest of pecuniary gaiu, 
as exemplified in the dilution of milk with 
water, and the substitution of glucose for 
cane syrups, so extensively practiced, care­ 
ful research showing in nearly all cases 
that the presence of absolutely pqrnieious 
ingredients is the result of accident, and 
not design. 
An exception, perhaps, may 
be noted in the use of alum .in damaged 
flour, hut the effects of this adulteration 
upon the human system is as yet a matter 
of speculative controversy.” 
Nevertheless, the need for new laws and 
greater vigilance remains. 
Examination 
under law in Canada 
showed 
eleven 
years ago th at 51.C6 per cent, of the food 
and drink articles examined are adulter­ 
ated. 
U nder the enforcement of the law 
this was reduced in 1882 to 25 per cent.; 
yet the punishment there is simply the 
publication of the names of the offending 
parties. 
Dr. Beckwith declares that wher­ 
ever the law is not strictly enforced it is 
safe to say that adulterated articles are on 
sale even in the most reputable stores. 
This is not necessarily the ease by design, 
hut because certain articles can he had in 
no other condition through the ordinary 
channels of trade. 
This is notably true of 
ground spices and condiments. 
“ Fluctua­ 
tions,” lie remarks, “ in the prices of im­ 
ports are counterbalanced by percentage 
of adulteration—a sort of differentiation 
which operates nicely for tiie producer, hut 
sadly deranges the digestion of the con­ 
sumer.” 
The amount of evidence in the posses­ 
sion of health boards of food adulteration, 
he declares, is “ enormous.” 
H e cites some 
instances of examination made by his 
Board of goods lKiught in the ordinary way 
in the city of Cleveland. 
It found that 
alwut ten pounds of glucose is manufact­ 
ured in the United States for every man, 
woman and child, yet it took a two hours’ 
search to find enough in Cleveland for an 
analytical experiment. The reference, on 
inquiry, was uniformly to candy manufact­ 
urers, but, to a man, they knew nothing of 
such a commodity, yet one pile of “ taffv ” 
tested yielded 79 per cent, of glucose. 
H e 
adds, however, that glucose is 
whole­ 
some, hilt its sale as rane sug:tr i.> a fraud, 
and should be tabooed, as is bull butter. 
O f syrups examined, seven 
specimens 
yielded from 3.97 to 43.C per cent, of glu­ 
cose. 
The flour in Cleveland was found to 
he free from deleterious substances, and in 
hut one sample of bread was alum found. 
Ammonia carbonate in cake was found to 
lie used. 
The doctor refers to the New Jersey re­ 
port ot adulteration, which shows that in 
that «State the adulteration of spices and 
eondimetets is fit! j*er cent, ground coffee 4‘ 


All remember the experiment of Frank­ 
lin and Dr. Hook—cited to all school chil­ 
dren—to 
illustrate 
the 
heat-absorbing 
qualities of black and white garments. 
They spread cloths of like texture, one 
black, the other white in the sunlight, 
upon the snow. 
Beneath the first the 
snow melted rapidly, under the latter 
slowly. 
It seems quite as natural in the 
heat of summer for men to discard dark for 
lighter-colored clothing, as to seek shade in 
preference to the sun’s hot rays. 
Common 
belief and practice confirms the accepted 
theory of the non-scientific th at white 
clothing is cooler than black. 
Some confusion in the reader’s mind, 
however, arises when he meets conflicting 
statements by scientists on this subject. 
Dr. Cyrus Edson, Chief Inspector of Food 
in the Sanitary Bureau of New York, an 
eminent physician and distinguished stu­ 
dent cf science, in the Epoch, says: 
It is best to w ear d ark clo th in g in the sum m er. 
T he b lack absorbs h eat w hen it is in th e su n ’s 
rays. On th e o th er h an d , th e h eat w ill pass ou t 
th ro u g h th e b lack tex tu res rap id ly so th a t the 
ra d ia tio n o f th e h eat from th e body w ould be 
m uch freer in a [verson clo th ed ill black th an 
w hite. T h is statem en t is forcibly illu strated by 
th e w h ite coats o f an im als w ho live in th e A rc­ 
tic regions. 
They are clo th ed th a t w ay for the 
reason th a t th e color holds th e h e at an d docs 
n o t allow it to rad iate as rap id ly as black. 
The passage occurs in a series of articles, 
entitled “ How to Keep Cool and W ell in 
Summer.” In the same series and number, 
and confronting Dr. Edson’s article, is a 
paper by)Dr. W illard Parker, equally emi­ 
nent in medicine and science. 
In th at 
essay Dr. Parker says; 
T he best w ay to dress is to w ear th in w oolen 
m aterial n ex t th e skin, as little outside clothing 
as possible, a n d th a t o f a lig h t color. 
H ark 
colors draw th e h e at a n d lig h t ones repel it. 
Between these two authorities what 
path shall people in hot seasons pursue ? 
Shall we take our cue from Edson and the 
polar hear, or from Parker and exjierience? 
The commonest understanding of the laws 
of heat proves to us th at poor conductors 
radiate heat least readily, and thus pre­ 
vent its escape from the body where it is 
being constantly generated. 
So, too, poor 
conductors prevent the entrance of heat 
from exterior sources. 
It is a law that 
“ the power of the body to absorb he.it is 
precisely proportional to the power of radi­ 
ation.” 
So that clothing the body to keep 
cool is more a m atter ol texture of the 
garment 
than 
of 
color. 
The pol­ 
ished 
surface of 
metal 
alworbs 
heat 
less 
readily, 
and 
casts 
it 
off 
more reluctantly 
than 
a 
dark 
and 
rough 
metal 
surface. 
So 
it 
is 
true, as Edson says, that the white furs of 
the polar regious are heat retainers. On 
the other hand, linen is placed last in the 
order 
of clothing 
for 
warmth. 
Sir 
John 
Leslie’s 
experiments 
with 
a 
culie 
three 
sides 
being 
covered 
with 
white, 
red 
and 
black 
velvet, 
and one side left uncovered, proved when 
the cube was filled with hot water, that the 
radiating powers of the velvet surfaces were 
equal. 
D r.‘Bache instituted experiments 
to prove that the radiation of heat from a 
body is unaffected by color, so that in winter 
all colored clothes radiate heat without 
any material difference. 
But it is demon­ 
strated to every housewife th at the m axi­ 
mum absorbent quality is possessed by the 
darkest and the minimum by the lightest 
colors. 
Good absorbents of heat are gen­ 
erally good radiators also. 
It follows that 
both the doctors are right if we adapt the 
clothing to the condition—that is, for ex­ 
posure to the sun’s rays, which a r* of 
higher tem perature than the anim al heat 
of the body, we should choose 
white 
clothing, but for dispersal of animal heat 
when not exposed to the sun we should 
wear black, as it more favors radiation than 
white, the texture and 
roughness 
or 
smoothness of the surfaces being equal.

A ttention is invited to the first of two 
papers in this morning's issue upon “Earm- 
ing in Japan.” 
These articles are written 
for the R e c o r d -U n io n by Hon. Horace 
Davis, of San Francisco, who enjoyed re­ 
cently favorable opportunities to study the 
agricultural system of the Empire of Japan, 
aud did not fail to improve them. A paper 
gains in importance in treating of any sub­ 
ject, in proportion to the practical observa­ 
tion its author enjoyed of the activities 
described and criticised. 
Mr. Davis for 
the most of his business life has been con­ 
nected with manufacturing business closely 
allied to agriculture, and th at made it nec­ 
essary that he should gratify his taste for 
thorough information concerning Hie lat­ 
est and the best methods of producing a 
great staple from the soil. 
H e therefore 
went to Japan fully qualified to observe 
methods of cultivation there critically. 
Moreover,being a publicist,and am an who 
has given thought to the greater questions 
of political economy and State develop­ 
ment, lie was peculiarly qualified to exam­ 
ine Japanese agricultural systems in all 
the relations they hear to the State and to 
the economies of the communities of 
Japan. The result of his observations, 
and the thought born of them, will tie 
found in the article to-day and in that to 
follow it in a few days. 
H e writes clearly, 
with the positiveness of emiviction and in 
the spirit of the practical and straight­ 
forward. 
O ur readers will find that Mr. Davis has 
made very clear, despite the difficulty in­ 
volved in doing so, the “ utterly ” different 
conditions and methods of agriculture in 
Japan from those with which we are fa­ 
m iliar. 
It Ls not only entertaining, but 
profoundly instructive, to be informed by 
one of our own cittzens, in whose statements 
implicit reliance is to lie placed, of the 
chief factors hi industry and production 
among 
th at 
progressive 
people—the 
Japanese—and who have justified the pop­ 
ular estimate of their intelligence by 
adopting many of the customs, much of 
the machinery, and largely the re-ults of 
experience in Anglo-Saxon civilization. 
But in agriculture the Japanese still 
cling, in the main, to primitive methods

“ ’Tis an ill wind 
that blows nobody any good,” and that old 
adage proves tr u ^ in the case of Redding 
and vicinity, for as the chinch-bug has 
committed sad havoc with the crop3 in 
Kansas and caused almost an exodus from 
that State, we are profiting by it and gain­ 
ing a very desirable class of immigrants, 
who are arriving with the intention of lo­ 
cating in this section of country. Five 
young farmers have arrived from Minne­ 
apolis, in that State, during the past week, 
pai t of whom are negotiating for a section 
of land three miles west of town ; another 
batch have arranged to start from the same 
place on the 5th inst. for this city. 
I call it city now, for you must know 
that we are incorporated, out of our swad­ 
dling-clothes as it were; the voting was 
done in a good-natured manner, although 
there was a strong contest for the offices 
of Trustees and Marshal, but it was not 
carried on by the candidates, but by the 
people who wished to see conservative men 
fill the positions—312 votes were cast—205 
for incorporation, and 107 against; almost 
two to one in favor of a municipal govern­ 
ment. Messrs. Bush, McCormick, W ill­ 
iams, Scammon and Culverhouse were 
elected Trustees. They are men of known 
honesty and integrity, and the people do 
not expect any greater burdens from them 
than is actually necessary for the proper 
performance of their duties. 
For Treas­ 
urer, F. Grotefend, Cashier of the Shasta 
County Bank, was elected; Clerk, F. C. 
Tiffin, and for Marshal, M. Mitchell. They 
are reliable men and the people have taitíi 
in them. 
W. B. Ewer, of the Mining and Scientific 
Press, who is one of the stockholders in the 
scheme for damning the Sacramento river 
for the purpose of irrigation, was here the 
other day, and left for P it river with the 
object of learning all he could regarding 
that stream, and the possibilities of irrigat­ 
ing with the waters thereof all the country 
east of Redding as far as Oak Run. 
Mr. 
McCoy, 
another 
resident 
stockholder, 
hauled a logging boat on a wagon to the 
Iiass ferry on the I’it, and they traversed 
the waters of the Pit and Sacramento 
rivers to Redding, well pleased with the re­ 
sults of their observations. 
By the way, if business in the East had 
not called Jim Keene away about ten or 
eleven years ago, 1 believe by this time the 
waters of i’it river would now be irrigating 
an immense tract of land not less than four 
hundred miles in extent, and lying between 
the river and this city. He went to some 
considerable outlay to set the enterprise on 
foot, hut the charms of W all street were 
too tempting, and drove it from his mind. 
Ilis name is still to be seen whittled in one 
of the timbers of the old grist mill at Mill­ 
ville, in which he was once interested, and 
which is now owned by Wilkinson A Ross. 
A Mr. Spencer, of San Francisco, was at 
Shingletown lust week making prepara­ 
tions for the colony of colored people that 
I mentioned in my last letter, who are ex­ 
pected shortly. 
The first regular county fair held in 
Shasta county will open in this city on 
Wednesday next. It promises to beagreat 
success. There is a prem ium for the best 
display of minerals, and lots of specimens 
are coining in, many from Trinity and 
Siskiyou counties. Pens and sheds are 
built at the race track for the accommoda­ 
tion of live stock placed on exhibition, and 
the display of fruits and cereals promises 
to he abundant. All the room in the 
Pavilion is taken up, and an outside plat­ 
form is to be erected. Thursday is to be 
the floral day, and the ladies are deter­ 
mined there shall he a most beautiful ex­ 
hibit. The entries for the horse races 
show some good stock, and the speed pro­ 
gramme runs over three days—ttie whole 
to wind up on Saturday evening with a 
grand open-air hall—a four days’ round 
of pleasure and instruction. At the hotels 
applications have been received for rooms 
for a week past, and the proprietor of the 
principal one—the Paragon—has engaged 
all the spare rooms in the private dwell­ 
ings that can be got in town, although he 
has eighty in that and the De! Monte. 
To show how the value of corner-lots, in 
an advantageous position, are advancing, I 
will cite the following : S. Gilbert and J. 
I’. Eaton, who were burned out a few 
months back, sold their lot for $1,700. 
They then bought the same am ount of 
land two blocks further north for $500, and 
the brick foundations are now being laid 
for two new residences. 
The Squaw Creek mines are turning out 
the bullion pretty lively, especially the 
Uncle Sam, owned by W. R. Conant, who 
is now employing thirty men, and the 
Brown Bear about the same number. A 
promising ledge has been discovered three 
miles from Kennett. Old Diggings is aiso 
in a nourishing condition. The old W ash­ 
ington mine in that camp was sold last 
week for $12,000. 
Redding may attribute 
a great deal of her prosperity to the m in­ 
eral resources of her vicinity, and we are 
now getting in a class of men who under­ 
stand their development. 
The fact that 
Shasta county was once so rich in placer 
diggings is very good evidence that she 
holds in her mountains a still greater 
wealth of gold than was ever found in the 
bedrock of the gulches and valleys. 
Copley, ten miles by rail from Redding, 
is now a flourishing village, with store, 
postoffice and good hotel. 
It is the outlet 
for the Squaw Creek mines, 
and Mr. 
Nicholls, of the latter, is the best posted 
mining man in that section. 
He was one 
of the original owners of the Comstock. 
Pack trains start from his store every m orn­ 
ing for the mines, and a good riding horse 
can always he obtained. 
H e is always 
ready and willing to give anj- information 
to the traveler, and is well fitted to do so, 
for he has had as much scientific and prac­ 
tical experience in m ining as any man in 
California. 
A Mutual Admiration Society has been 
started here, and th e members are now 
struggling with the question whether ladies 
shall be admitted or not.

Ve have a small quarto pamphlet, entitled, i 
“ The Legend ol Hamlet, Prince of Den- j 
m ark,” by Geo. P. Hansen, late United 
States Consul at Elsinore, Denmark. 
It is 
from the press of Charles W. Kerr & Co., 
Chicago, and is edited by C. B. Simons. 
Hansen was a Dane who came to America 
at an early age, and was sent to Denmark 
as a Consul in 1-83, and served in that ca­ 
pacity for several years. W hile in Den­ 
mark he collected the material upon which 
is based the volume before us. 
He gives 
all the details and examines the genesis of 
the legend oi Hamlet, or, as the Icelandic 
tongue has it, Amlet or Amboldi, which 
means, “ the madm an.” 
Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet was a creation very different from 
that of the legend. He killed oil’ his hero, 
that, as Hansen puts it, “ thecurious might 
not seek for further knowledge of such a 
Prince in the rude legends and scattered 
ballads of the Skalds of Denmark.” The 
Hamlet of legend revenges the death of his 
father, and then laying aside his assump­ 
tion of madness, began his career of great­ 
ness. Shakespeare’s Hamlet was that of a 
refined and sensitive scholar, whose mis­ 
fortunes brought him to untim ely death ; 
but the Hamlet from whose character 
is fashioned his 
wonderful poem, was 
of a rough 
and heroic age, 
a man 
almost constantly engaged in personal con­ 
troversies in which 
might 
determined 
what was right, 
lie married the daughter 
of the King of Northumberland, and also 
married the Queen of Scotland. 
He re­ 
turned with his two wives to his Denmark 
Kingdom, which he held by choice of the 
people after he had slain his uncle—while 
feigning madness—who had married H am ­ 
let's mother. H e made war to unite all 
the Danish provinces under his own scep­ 
ter, and largely succeeded. The final issue 
was settled by wager of battle, in which 
Viglet, the King of Lethra, slew Hamlet, 
whose Queen married Viglet at once. 
But 
there are variations from this story, and 
Hansen pins his faith to the story that 
Hamlet was killed in a naval battle in the 
Oeresund. 
The September “ Century ” has both a 
holiday and a political flavor, in each of 
which respects it makes a strong appeal to 
current interests. 
The second part of 
“ Suubbin’ Through Jersey,” by Hopkinson

than the first.

The 
Constitutional centennial is taken note of 
by an article on “ The Fram ers and Fram ­ 
ing of the Constitution,” by Professor John 
Bach McMaster. Two pictorials papers re­ 
late to Monticello, the home of Thomas 
Jefferson. 
The Lincoln History reaches 
a subject of special current interest, name­ 
ly, Lincoln’s nomination and election. 
In Professor Atwater's series on “ The 
Chemistry of Food and Nutrition.” we 
have the fourth paper, dealing with the 
much discussed question of “ The Digest- 
ilon of Food.” 
The fiction consists of the 
eleventh installment, and last but one, of 
Mr. Stockton's serial novel “ The H un­

It is a quarto in the quaintest of letter 
press and the oldest of pictures, with many 
strikingly bold scenic views, along the 
route of the California and Oregon Rail­ 
road, from Redding northward. The pic­ 
turesque in California scenery is illimitable, 
but nowhere in the State is it more strik­ 
ingly beautiful, than in the Shasta moun­ 
tains. Yosemite is grander, more sublime, 
and awe inspiring, but Shasta and the Sis­ 
kiyou mountains are more varied, brilliant, 
and in the true sense picturesque. 
Mr. 
Johnstone is possessed of a witty style, and 
in his sketching is daringly original and 
humorously 
quaint. 
The volume 
is 
printed in colors on heavy paper, and is an 
admirable specimen of ethographia and 
typographic art. 
It 
takes the reader 
through the Siskiyou mountains and up 
into Oregon, and as far north as Portland 
through the undulating valleys and beauti­ 
ful vales of that State, with the great m oun­ 
tain peaks of the north on the right band 
standing guard over the whole delightful 
region. The book as originally issued re­ 
lated only to California scenery on the 
north, hut the present edition lias fifteen 
pages devoted to the scenery from Ashland 
to Portland. 
From Harper A Bros., New York, and 
the Bancroft Company, San Francisco, we 
have “ Baldwin, and Other Tales,” by Karl 
Erdm ann Edler. 
Translated from the 
German by the Earl of Lytton. The writ­ 
ings of Edler represent the lighter work­ 
manship of a German author whose origin­ 
ality and brilliancy have made his books 
stand out conspicuously as a representative 
of a type of genius peculiar and not prop­ 
erly to be paralleled with 
any other. 
Speaking of the peculiarity of Edler's tales, 
his translator says: 
“ The world 
into 
which they admit us is neither supernatu­ 
ral nor grotesque, but thoroughly hum an. 
It is a world peopled by men and'wo'men— 
not by specters, or sylphs, or abstract quali­ 
ties in fancy costume. Some of their desc :p- 
tive passages reveal an intimacy with ti e 
feelings of childhood and the significance cf 
inanimate objects which will occasionally 
remind an English reader of the hum or of 
Andersen. But between the genius of their 
author and that of the Danish poet the dif­ 
ference is also far-reaching ; for where An­ 
dersen er.ds, this author only begins. 
His 
imagination hovers tenderly over the realm 
of childhood, hut it does not rest th ere; 
and what it seeks in the child is the father 
of the man. Those to whom any work of 
original genius is always welcome, come 
whence it may, may probably be able to 
find some eliarm even in the clumsiest 
translation of it.” 
‘‘The Overland M onthly ” for September 
lias been looked forward to with more than 
the usual interest because of the announce­ 
ment extensively copied by the press, that 
it would contain the Diary of II.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SACRAMENTO. 


The San F ran cisco “ B u lletin ” D iscovers 
it on th e M ap and M entions it. 
The city in which the State Capitol is located 
ha* seldom come into notice of consequence 
except on occasions of legislative conventions, 
inaugural ceremonies and other attendant mat­ 
ters of State interest. The town, however, has 
been gradually extending its limits, and quite 
a population is said to Ikj settling in spot- once 
known as distant suburbs.—S. / . Bulletin. 
For the farther benefit of the Bulletin's 
readers it might be said : Sacramento is 
located on the river of that name at a point 
about ninety-five miles north of San Fran­ 
cisco. Its exact location will be perceived 
by a careful scrutiny of any State map 
drawn on a liberal scale. Something like 
fifty railroad trains arrive and depart daily 
from this village, the population of w hict 
is about 30,000. The traveler will not en­ 
counter any serious difficulty in finding 
the place, as Sacramento is included in the 
lists of way-stations enumerated in most of 
the guide books and railroad time-tables; 
and. if not accompanied by too large a 
family, he will find adequate accommoda­ 
tions without having to sleep on the side­ 
walks. 
It might be mentioned further that 
the commercial transactions of this obscure 
burg amount to between fifty and sixty 
millions of dollars a year. 
It may interest the Bulletin commercial 
writer to learn that the city which “seldom 
comes into notice of consequence except 
on occasions of legislative conventions,” 
etc., is the chief fruit-shipping point of the 
coast, and always must so remain, for all 
Central and Northern California ; that it 
was Sacramento energy and commercial 
wisdom that suggested and secured to the 
coast the auction system of disposal of 
California fruits, which has worked such a 
wonderful change for the better in the 
business. It may interest the Bulletin like­ 
wise to learn that Sacramento is the termi­ 
nus of three distinct lines of railway, in 
addition to the chief trunk transconti­ 
nental line. It is possible that the Bulletin 
may be pleased to know of the city chiefly 
prom inent because of “inaugural cere­ 
monies” once In four years, that there is 
maintained here the largest mechanical 
works west of the Mississippi river, giving 
employment to from 1,500 to 2,500 skilled 
workmen the year round. It is also not a 
violent presumption to assume that the 
Bulletin will be glad to learn that the city 
which " seldom comes into notice of conse­ 
quence, except ” etc., has contiguous to it 
the most extensive and productive hop 
lands of the coast, and the very best fruit 
lands known in the 
State. 
That it 
is in the midst of that gTeat source 
of all 
wealth, high production in an 
agricultural 
region 
larger 
than any 
State of New York, and for all of which 
Sacramento is a market center and which 
contributes to its growing commercial im­ 
portance. 
It pursues the even tenor of its 
way, to be sure, upon legitimate lines of 
progress, keeping up with the procession of 
real advancement, but behind that of in­ 
flation, wild-cat speculation 
stock-deals 
and the swapping of jackknives. It may 
hope in the far-distant future, and we trust 
it will not hope in vain, to attain the su­ 
preme felicity of gaining a defensible foot­ 
hold in the comprehension of the Bulletin, 
which will at least accord to the city a rank 
level with Pin Hook and Squat Ham cross 
roads. 
If it shall fail in this recognition, 
however, it will still rem ain and grow a 
commercial center supplying largely an 
agricultural and foothill region, than which 
there is none richer or more prosperous, 
and none so wide and promising upon all 
the Pacific slope. 


T he Art G allery and M ineral C abinets. 
For some time McManus .V Keegan have 
been engaged in painting the north and 
west exteriors of the E. B. Crocker Art 
Gallery building owned by the city. The 
work is now complete, and has greatly im ­ 
proved the appearance of the structure. 
The tints have not been deepened in either 
ground or trimmings, but are somewhat 
sharper than before. 
The work has been 
well down throughout. 
On the comple­ 
tion of the exterior work a committee of 
the California Museum Association con­ 
tracted with tlie same painters to paint the 
walls of the interior 
of the lecture- 
room, where the mineral cabinet of theState 
has been set up. That work was completed 
yesterday, and the building is now through­ 
out in tlie very best condition for inspec­ 
tion by visitors. The walls of the lecture- 
rooiu were, by reason of the removal of a 
partition, one half white and one half deep 
maroon. The painters have laid the whole 
in pearl gray and stippled. The etiect is to 
increase the light in the room and render 
examination of the minerals less difficult. 
About one-third the minerals are upon the 
shelves, the remainder are in drawers. 
They will gradually, as the Commissioners 
can find time to do it, be transferred to the 
shelves. 
But they cannot be arranged 
or 
classified 
as 
they 
should 
be 
until 
a 
small 
fund 
is 
provided for the purpose. It will cost 
about $150 to employ a competent geolo­ 
gist to do the work a:id classify the miner­ 
als according to Dana's system, which is 
believed to be the best fi r popular examin­ 
ation. 
The public will probably be ad­ 
mitted to view the cabinets from about 
Monday during regular gallery hours, only 
a little more work remaining to be done in 
clearing the room for visitors. The cost to 
the city of removing the cabinet and set­ 
ting it up complete was $300, and it is esti­ 
mated as cheaply done. The cost to the 
Museum Association in having to readjust 
its property to adm it the cabinet was about 
$70. 


Youii}; M en’s Christian A ssociation. 
The regular m onthly business meeting of 
the Association was held in the reading- 
rooms last evening. There was an excel­ 
lent attendance of young men. though 
many of the " Xative Son ” members went 
to Ñapa. 
President Campbell presided. 
The 
employment 
depju^iuent 
report 
showed that several young men had ob­ 
tained permanent positions through the 
Association, and several other positions 
could have been tilled had there beon suit­ 
able men. This department only intro­ 
duces young men who have good references 
to employers wanting help. The Visita­ 
tion of the Sick Committee reported the 
death and funeral of one friendless young 
man, whom the members had visite»! and 
befriended during nine months' sickness. 
Two young men were elected members of 
the Association. After the transaction of 
routine business and brief addresses by W. 
B. Maydwell, J. O. Hestwood and the Gen­ 
eral Secretary, the young men adjourned 
to the next room, where refreshments were 
served by the young men of the Reception 
Committee. An hour was spent in the 
gymnasium aud parlors and then all sepa­ 
rated feeling that the Association rooms 
ere good plaoes for young men. 


F ish Commi. sionebs.—Fish Commission­ 
ers Routier and Sherwood left for San Fran­ 
cisco yesterday to attend a regular meeting 
of the Commission in that city to-day. One 
of tiae topics that will be discussed when 
they meet is that concerning the sea lions 
at theC iitf House. Raymond Wilson will 
give the Board a formal opinion, in accord­ 
ance with their request, as to whether the 
State authorities have the power to have 
the lions and seals killed. At present they 
are protected by a San Francisco city ordi­ 
nance. It is not proposed to kill them all. 
but to reduce the num ber about one-hatf. 
ar.il it is believed that this action would 
soon have a beneficial effect upon the 
supply of food fish ih the bays and rivers.

The entries arc unite nu­ 
merous, the horses fast and of the best 
bloods, and the racing, no in- ibt, will be 
first class in every respect. 


AT TH E PAVILION. 
The decorations of the exhibition build­ 
ing are more elaborate and of a utore pleas­ 
ing design than those of any former year, 
while some of the exhibits are on so grand 
a scale that all attempts of previous years 
seem small in comparison. Some of the 
business houses of Sacramento are deserv­ 
ing of much praise for the mam moth and 
artistic displays they are making, which 
involve a large expense and a considerable 
time. 
The Favilion yesterday presented a lively 
scene. 
Large tm cks blockaded the main 
entrance with goods and wares for exhibi­ 
tion, which were being placed in position 
by hundreds of workmen. The saw and 
ham m er were heard* on every hand. The 
art gallery is rapidly filling with elegant 
oil paintings, some of immense size, the 
work of the most em inent artists. This 
departm ent is under the control of Norton 
Bush, who says the exhibition this year 
will be one of the finest collections ever 
brought together upon the coast. Many of 
tlie paintings are new, and will be beheld 
by the public for the first time. 
It has been the aim of the Society to 
make agricultural products a leading feat­ 
ure, and many valuable prizes have been 
offered with that end in view. One is for 
the largest and best display of grain in the 
sheaf. 
The prizes—three in number—for 
this exhibit are $-10, $20 and $10. 
Nearly every available foot of space in 
every department is taken, each will be a 
complete exhibition within itself, and no 
one can take in the entire Pavilion short of 
three or four visits. 
Among the counties that have secured 
space and will make competitive displays, 
are El Dorado, Colusa, Fresno, San Joa­ 
quin, Humboldt, Sonoma, Sacramento, 
Nevada, Placer and Tehama. Other coun­ 
ties will be represented by individual ex­ 
hibitors. 
The Directors have set aside 
$2.000 for premiums in the county contests. 
\\ : 11. R. Selkirk, of Placerviíle, is in 
charge of the El Dorado exhibit, and feels 
confident that his showing for the countv 
in which gold was discovered will carry off 
the first prize, wltich is $500.

C. Radciiffe and F. W. Willis, of the 
town of Colusa, have charge of the Coiusa 
exhibit, which was being placed in posi­ 
tion yesterday in the southeast conserva­ 
tory. 
San Joaquin county's exhibit is in charge 
of Pomona Grange, and L. D. Huffman is 
putting it in position in the northwest con­ 
servatory. 
W. C. Curtis, of Yolo, accompanies his 
sheaf exhibits with the following letter; 
“ I have shipped this day samples of 
sheaf wheat. I am sorry that 1 did not re­ 
ceive word asking for the same a little 
earlier, as I had much of m y heaviest 
wheat cut. This that I send was standing 
by the roadside, which accounts for so 
much dust upon it. As to the history in 
the yield of this wheat, I would say that it 
was grown on my farm, known as the 
Kaye ranch, which contains 5,000 acres. 
This is the tract I purchased from Sir John 
Lester Kaye t wo years ago. 
As I desired to 
test the yield of part of this ranch. 1 had 
100 acres regularly surveyed and staked off 
by S. Nurse, a well-known engineer in the 
employ of Reclamation District No. 108. 
The grain wus cut and thrashed by James 
Deeds, of Woodland. 
This tract of land 
yielded 37 sacks (141 pounds to the sack) 
per acre. This amounted to521,700 pounds 
to the tract, or about 87 bushels to the acre. 
This was sold through the San Francisco 
Produce Exchange for twocents per pound, 
or a total of $10,434. In addition to the 
Kaye ranch, I have 5,000 acres of fine 
wheat on Grand Island, District No. 10S; 
2,000 acres near Williams, Colusa connty, 
and 500 acres near Woodland, Yolo county, 
and must say that the yield received from 
ail ibis land this year excels any previous 
season. 
I will send you a full line of 
thrashed grain.” 
Napa and Sonoma counties’ exhibits of 
wines and brandies will be very large, 
while all the wine-producing counties will 
have num erous individual exhibitors.

This summer was the second coolest observed from a record of 35 years. The cool­ 
est was in 1881 when the average summer tem perature was 08.5, while this summer 
records a mean of 69.4°, or about I o warmer than the coolest, and about 5° cooler than 
the warmest sum mer in 35 years which was that of 1853. Briefly stated, we find that in 
record of 35 years the hottest sum m er was in 1853 and the coolest in 1881. Out of 
that number of years record we find but three summers whose mean temperature 
averaged below 70°, those three being in 1880, 1881 and the present one. W e must 
then conclude, judging from the past records, that we are not likely to have anotner 
sum mer as cool as this one in a number of years, it might be six years and it might not 
be in 25 years, which shows this sum mer to have been an exceptionally cool one 
for Sacramento. The average sum mer precipitation in a record of 37 years is .15 
of an inch. This sum m er gave but a sprinkle, occurring on the 29th of August. The 
one which records the greatest rainfall was that of 18S4, when 1.45 inches was 
measured, the whole am ount of which fell in June of that year, as no doubt the 
grangers remember, in the damage they sustained to hay, etc. 
l-i a i olher meteorological features this sum mer has been no different from 37 
others that have a record. We can always depend on from 77 to 89 clear, sunshiny days 
during the summer months. Although this sum mer was the second coolest on record, 
we find that there were 31 days on which the highest temperature recorded was above 
90° degrees, while in the sum mer of 1830, whose average temperature was about the 
same as this summer, there was but 12 days on which the maxim um temperature rose 
above 90°.

The pioneer is proud of California be­ 
cause he knows the highest civilization 
will make one of its chief centers here. 
The coast valleys from Mendocino Jo San 
Diego are rapidly peopling by the brtt peo­ 
ple from all parts of the world, attracted 
hither by the mildness and equability of 
the climate, surpassing even that of far- 
famed Italy. Here they find a land filled 
with wealth, luxury and art. The pioneer 
has laid a broad, solid and generous foun­ 
dation for the political, industrial and edu­ 
cational greatness of California. 
H e is

in this city, the Society kept open house 
during the day and gave a social dance and 
card party to their friends.

extent. Most oí the Pioneers are good 
talkers, some are good dancers, and all are 
“ good feeders,” and consequently their re­ 
freshments are always of the heft quality 
and dispensed without stint. 


A n telo p e and V icinity. 
E d s. B ecob d -U n ion : 
Considerable at­ 
tention has been paid to the natural re­ 
sources and products ol Sacramento county^ 
but I have failed to note any item of this 
locality. Notwithstanding this oversight, 
a few facts and figures may not be out of 
place to partially show the resources and 
natural availability of this section. 
During the season of 1886 there was 
.shipped from this point 203,070 pounds of 
grapes to the winery at Sacramento. 
De­ 
spite the fact that Antelope lias barely en­ 
tered upon a state of cultivation of the 
grape, of which it is capable, her wine 
grapes and table grapes are acknowledged 
to be equal to the best in tbe State. 
Peaches have been plucked this year 
from eight-vear-old trees, upon the place of 
W . Pruitt, half a mile from town, wuich 
measured thirteen inches in circumference, 
and from other orchards in the vicinity 
similar reports have reached me. 
The shipments of grapes this year will far 
exceed those of last. J. L. Burry, who is 
buying all he can obtain, states that it will 
not fall far short of 500,000 pounds. 
. 
The transfers of land which have been 
effected during the past few days show con­ 
clusively that the resources of this section 
are being recognized, and that capital is 
finding its way in this direction. AH ad­ 
m it that the boom will be upon us ere an­ 
other moon. 
Among the transfers are those of W m. 
Frago, at $45 per acre ; H. H. Ruscli, A. H. 
Bennett, and J. Roberts, at figures ranging 
from $40 to $45 per acre. There is a good 
prospect of a winery being erected in this 
vicinity in the near future.

A nnual T arget P raetlce. 
General Orders No. 25, from General 
Headquarters of the National Guard, re­ 
mind tlie various m ilitary organizations of 
the State that in accordance with require­ 
ments of the code they m ust parade this 
month for target practice, under the super­ 
vision of the Inspectors of Rifle Practice, 
on such days as may be designated by the 
division and brigade commanders. 
The 
State decoration for rifle practice will be 
awarded as follows : To each competitor 
who shall make not less than 50 per cent, 
or 25 noints, will be awarded the bronze 
decoration and bronze “m arksm an’s clasp;” 
to each competitor who shall make not less 
than 80 per cent., or 40 points, the bronze 
decoration 
and 
the silver "rifleman's 
clasp ;” to each competitor who shall make 
not less than 90 per cent., or 45 points, the 
bronze decoration and the gold “sharp­ 
shooter’s clasp; to the competitor who 
shall make the highest score in the N. G. 
C., not under 90 per cent., will be awarded 
the champion gold decoration and clasp. 
In case of ties being made for the cham­ 
pion decoration they shall be shut off un­ 
der the direction and supervision of the 
Inspector-General of Rifle Practice. 
No 
competitor will be awarded either derora- 
tion or clasp who shall have attended less 
than 50 per cent, of company drills for the 
preceding year. 
This rule applies only to 
members of companies. The names of the 
successful competitors for the 80 and 90 per 
cent, badges and the champion shot will be 
published in general orders.

H e considers it as hardy as the 
Taylor, and as productive as the Snyder. 
F. K. Phm-nix, the veteran nurseryman of 
W alworth county, Wis., reports the Luere- 
tia as only moderately productive, but of 
very line quality. 
It does liest on trellis, 
and needs winter protection. 
Compara­ 
tively, in bis experience, the Wilson J u ­ 
nior blackberry is inore profitable, yet in­ 
ferior in quality to’the Lucretia Dewberry.

h e b o a r d o f t r u s t e e s o f t h e c i t y 
of Sacram ento ordaiu as follows : 
Sectiok 1. There is hereby granted, subject 
to the provisions of the Civil Code and the laws 
of the State of California, to Edwin K. A lsipand 
L. L. Lewis and their heirs and assigns, for the 
period of fifty years from the date hereof, au ­ 
thority to construct, lay down, run, operate and 
m aintain a single or double track railway, w ith 
all necessary and convenient tracks lor curves, 
switches, turnouts, side-tracks, appurtenances, 
apparatus and appendages in, over and along 
the following streets, in said Sacram ento city, 
to w it: Commencing at a point or place on 
T hird street (to be selected hy the grantees) at 
or near where said Third street extended meets 
the lands owned or held or used l>y the Southern 
Pacific Company for depot purposes, und run­ 
ning thence along said T hird street, extended 
into, over aud along T hird street, and in, over 
and along T hird street to J ; in aud along and 
over J street to Ninth street; in, over and along 
N inth street to N stre e t; in, over and along N 
street to Twenty-eighth street; in.over aud along 
Twenty-eighth street to the southern boundary 
of Y street or the southern boundary line of 
said city of Sacram ento. Also, com m encing at 
the intersection of J street with N inth street, 
and running thence in, over aud along J street 
to the eastern boundary line of Thirty-first 
street or the eastern boundary ot Sacram ento 
city. Also, com m encing at tlie intersection ot 
Ninth and N streets, and running thence in, 
over and along N inth street to Y stre e t; and iu, 
over und along Y street to theeasteru bouudury 
line of Thirty-first street; and also running in, 
over and along Thiitv-first street to I street, or 
on any portion of saiil streets. 
Section 2. Full permission and authority are 
hereby granted to said Edwin K. A lsipand L. L. 
Lewis, their heirs and assigns, to p ro |el cars 
tqiou tracks upon such si reels as are mentioned 
in Section 1 hereof, by wire ropes running under 
the streets aud moved by stationary steam en­ 
gines. 
Section 3. Full permission and authority are 
also hereby granted to said Edwin K. Alsip and 
L. L. Lewis, their heirs and .assigns, to propel 
cars upon tracks upon said streets by electric 
process, or by m eans of electricity, ami perm is­ 
sion aud authority aie granted to them , their 
heirs aud assigns, to erect, build, construct, op­ 
erate and m aintain the necessary and proper 
motors, batteries, wires, apparatus, m achinery 
and appliances for tlie running and operation of 
cars ujion tracks by m eans of electricity. They 
shall have the right to adopt at any lim e any 
im provem ent in the electric process th at may be 
discovered or used. 
The special reasons for the grant of permission 
and authority to propel cars upon tracks on the 
streets nainid iu this ordinance by electric pro­ 
cess, or lay the use of electricity in such mode 
as may be usual, or tiiat m ay be dtem ed proper, 
are as follows: 
First - I t is desired by the Board of Trustees of 
the city of Sacram ento to build up said city and 
increase the am ount of taxable property therein 
as speedily as possible. That a rapid increase 
in the am ount of taxable property in Sacra­ 
m ento city would decrease tlie rate of taxation, 
encourage the establishm ent of m anufacturing 
industries, stim ulate th e im provem ent of prop­ 
erty, prom ote public improvements, and place 
the city perm anently on a strong aud prosper­ 
ous financial condition. A road run and oper­ 
ated by the electric process can be built more 
cheaply and m ere rapidly than others, aud the 
growth and prosperity of the city will bo greatly 
accelerated by the rupid completion of such a 
road. 
Second—The streets of Sacram ento city are 
level (except where sloped to m eet the grade), 
and run in straight lines. For this reason an 
electric road can be ojicrated more satisfactorily 
than any other. 
T hird Owing to the sim plicity of tlie tna- 
chiuery and apparatus used to operate a road 
by electricity, accidents are not likely to hap­ 
pen and the probability of the m achinery be­ 
coming out of repair is very small. 
Fourth—A horse-car road w ill uot m eet the 
dem ands of a rapidly growing city, but an 
electric road, while run at a com paratively 
cheap cost, will all'ord every possible oppor­ 
tunity for public travel. 
Fifth—The eieetrie system of operating street 
railroads is now highly perfected. The m eans 
of applying electricity as a m otive power, is 
now engaging and will continue to engage the 
best scientific aud inventive thought of the age. 
Im provem ents undoubtedly w ill be m ade in 
this process from tim e to tim e, and the city of 
Sacram ento will be in a position to derive w hat­ 
ever advantage there may he in successive im­ 
provem ents aud discoveries in the mode of ap­ 
plying electricity as a raoiive power. 
Sixth—An electric road is not attended bv 
noise in its operations, is always under control 
and is perfectly safe. 
Seventh—Should any accidents occur in the 
electric apparatus, the same can be speedily re­ 
paired w ithout serious interrupt ion to travel. 
E ighth—A road operated hy the electric pro­ 
cess can easily be extended into the suburbs of 
the city at a trilling cost and if the city should 
be extended, the extension can easily he con­ 
nected w itn the city of Sacram ento by an ex ­ 
tension of an electric railway. 
N inth—An electric railw ay can be run day 
and night and can be used, if extended iuto the 
country, tor the transportation of fruit, vegeta­ 
bles, etc., from adjoining farm s to the city, dur­ 
ing the night time, w ithout disturbing the"peace 
and quiet of the city. 
The above reasons are hereby declared to he 
sjic-eial reasons and to be satisfactory, good and 
sufficient for the grant or authority and )>erniis- 
sion to propel ears by electricity or by electric 
process anil appliauci s in such mode and m an­ 
ner as may he selected hy the grantees, their 
heirs and assigns. 
Seition 4. This grant of authority is made 
upon th e following conditions : 
First—The cars must he oi the most approved 
construction for comfort and convenience of 
passengers, and pro ided with brakes to stop 
the same when required. 
Second—The tracks m ust be constructed as 
nearly as possible in the m iddle of the street. 
Ih ird —The grantees, their heirs and assigns 
m ust plank, pave or m acadam ize the entire 
length of the street used by their track between 
the rails aud lor two feet oti each side thereof, 
and between the tracks, if there be more than 
one, and keep the same constantly in repair, 
flush with tlie street and with good crossings. 
Fourth—The tracks must uot tie m oreihan 
five leet wide w ithin the rails and m ust have a 
space between them sufficient lo allow the cars 
to pass each other freely. 
Fifth—The rates of fare m ust not exceed ten 
cents for one fare or twenty-five cents for four 
fares. 
Sixth—The rate of speed must not be greater 
than eight m iles per hour. 
Seventh—The owners of said railroad shall 
pay to the City of Sacram ento for a license for 
each car in daily use on said railroad the sum 
of five dollars per annum which shall entitle 
them to operate the road every day in the 
year. 
Eighth—The grantees herein nam ed, and 
their assigns, shall com m ence work w ithin 
four m onths from the date of passiog this ordi­ 
nance. aud shall pm ecute the work of building 
and equipping said road as diligently and con­ 
tinuously as possible until completed', and shall 
construct at least ten blocks of road and put 
tlie same in good order each year after tlie com­ 
m encem ent of work, unless prevented by u n ­ 
avoidable accidents or unforseen contingencies. 
The same m ust be completed w ithin three tears 
thereafter. 
Ninth—No poles shall be placed in the streets 
ior use of the road. 
Section 5. A failure to comply w ith these pro­ 
visions works a forfeiture of the right of way, 
as well as of th e franchise, unless the uncom ­ 
pleted port foil is abandoned bv the grantees or 
assigns, w ith tlie content of the City of Sacra­ 
mento, and such abandonm ent aud consent to 
be in writing. The owners of-said railroad may 
at any tim e w ithin three years abandon any 
part or portion of the franchise hereby granted’, 
upon filing with the city authorities a written 
declaration of such intention, and upon the ac­ 
ceptance of the same by the city authorit'cs. 
S ection 6. The rights and privileges herein 
granted shall take ellect aud have the force of 
a contract. 
section 7. This ordinance shall take effect im ­ 
mediately.

The right and authority is hereby 
given to Frank D. Myers, his successors and as­ 
signs, to lay down and m aintain for the term of 
fitly years from and after the passage of this or­ 
dinance, a single ordoub’e-track railway, with 
all the nece-sary and convenient tracks for 
curves, turnouts, switches, side-tracks and ap­ 
pendages. and to propel cars thereon by the use 
of either horses, mules, electricity or cables 
driven by stationary engines, on, over aud along 
the following streets in the city of Sacram ento: 
Commencing at the center of O srreet. at the 
intersection of O street and Twenty-fourth 
street, and running along said Twenty-fourth 
street to and across Y to the southern boundary 
line of said cirv. 
S e c t io n 2. 'ib e rate of fare in said cars shall 
not exceed five (5) cents for any one fare to any 
p o 'n to n ¿aid road. 
Section 3. Tlie on ner or owners of said rail 
way shall pay to the city of Sacram ento for a 
license for each car in daily use on said railway 
the sum of five (5) dollars per annum , which 
shall entitle them to operate said road every 
day iu the year. 
S e c t io n 4. The tracks of said railw ay must be 
constructed as nearly as practicable in’the mid 
die of said street. 
S e c t io n 5. The owner or owners of srid rail­ 
way must keep that portion of the street between 
the rails and for two feet on either side thereof, 
in the sam e condition of im provement and re­ 
pair that the balance of said street along the 
line of said load is kept hy the city authorities 
or adjacent property owners. 
S e c t io n 6. The rate of speed on said ears 
m ust not be greater th an eight m iles per hour. 
S e c t io n 7. I lie work on said railway must be 
commenced w ithin sixty days, and m ust be com­ 
pleted w ithin one year frohi the date hereof. 
S e c t io n 8. The wi.lful violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall work a for­ 
feiture ot the rights herein granted. 
fcE cn o x 9. S o poles shall be placed in the 
street for use oi the road should electricity be 
adopted as a m otive power for same. 
S e c t io n *0. This ordinance -hall take effect 
im m ediately.

scratched rapidly along the paper and 
added sentences and paragraphs to his 
lengthy and exhaustive treatise on “ The 
Codlin Moth.”

counseling the entire order of lepidoptera 
to mend their ways and reform. 
H e went 
on : 
The codlin m oth is a w hitish, sixteen-legged 
worm—introduced into California through fruit 
shipm ents east of the Itoeky m ountains—whose 
chosen habitat is the apple, atboughit is equally 
destructive to the quince and to the pear. The 
indeterm inate fashion in which previous ob­ 
servers have grouped it together with the apple 
eurculio, or authonom ous quadrigibbus of Say, 
the pear-tree scolytus of Peck, and the twelve- 
spotted diahrotica of Oliver, as closely-related 
m em bersof the same family ot tortricmie, is the 
prim ary cause of the many erroneous convic­ 
tions w hich are still very generally held con­ 
cerning the codlin moth. 
“ Has there been much popular miscon­ 
ception on that ¡>oint ?” asked Mr. Jack 
critically. 
“ Oh, yes ! a great deal,” said the pro­ 
fessor, stopping. 
“ You see the jiear-tree 
scolytus is unquestionably of the new fam­ 
ily, the scolyta*; the eurculio represents a 
distinct class, the curculionidse ! while that 
the tweve-sjH>tted diahrotica is clearly one 
of the clirysomelida? no man with half an 
eye can doubt.” 
“ Indeed!” said Mr. Jack, nodding. 
He 
didn’t seem to Ire altogether satisfied on the 
point, but was not disposed to dispute it. 
She did not dare to look at him . She was 
biting her lips to keep from laughing, and 
at her own dear professor, too. She was 
surprised at herself. She must lie getting 
very wicked, she thought. 
The m oth passes the w inter in the larva state 
and in some instances in the chrysalis form. 
The larva: can be tound hibernating under the 
loosened bark, and in crotches, indents and 
cracks of the tirm bark iu trees which have been 
iDfested the previous year. The moth from the 
hibernating larva is of a light drab color on the 
body and legs aud m ottled gray and drab on the 
wings. It deposits its eggs in the blossom end 
or calyx of the fruit from the m iddle of April to 
the m iddle of May. More than one egg or larva 
is rarely fouDd on a single apple, pear or 
3uince, nut in from seven to ten days after its 
eposit it gnaw s through the pericarp of the 
fruit, and begins to burrow toward the core. 
“ T h u n d er!” ejaculated Mr. Jack. 
“ W hat is it?” said the professor, peer­ 
ing over his spectacles. 
“ 1 have cut through my pericarp, I am 
afraid,” said Mr. Jack with an apologetic 
smile. 
He heid up one of his fingers, 
which showed a red bead of blood, increas­ 
ing rapidly in size. 
“ How did you do it ?” 
“ I was carelessly opening and shutting 
this knife blade. 
It is new and sharp and 
1 pressed on it too hard.” 
“ Ivet me tie a rag around it,” said she. 
and ran out of the room for cloth and 
thread. 
Mr. Jack went into the kitchen 
to bathe the cut in cold water. She found 
him there, and it took a good while to fix 
it, as the bleeding inconsiderately refused 
to stop. 
W hen she came back the professor 
was deep in his work, and Mr. Jack would 
not let her disturb him. 
He could hear it 
in time, he said. They accordingly went 
into thesitting room for some Mendelssohn. 
They both loved music, and she played 
beautifully.

P re s e rv in g th e Soil. 
N othing is more evident than the uni­ 
versal trust by farmers in California that 
the soil will keep on producing crops 
whether fed or not. 
This is particularly 
observed in the mountain sections, where 
very little stock is kept, and fertilizers are 
difficult to obtain. 
Many farms on the hillsides are strictly 
fruit farms, and do not have a patch of 
grass large enough to keep a cow through 
the summer, much less to furnish liay for 
winter. 
Better put one-half the orchard 
ground into grass and feed stock enougli to 
furnish fertilizers for the other half. 
A man making much pretension to 
knowledge of the soil aud its properties 
once said of the wonderful productive soil 
ot the West that we should not exhaust its 
productive powers. 
Don’t believe a word 
of it. 
L7nless means are used to “keep up” 
the soil, use will “put it down,” as sure as 
the world stands. 
Prof. Chamberlain, now of the Iowa Ag­ 
ricultural College, and long ago Secretary 
of the Ohio State Board of Agriculture, 
gives a very valuable paper on “ How to 
Keep up the Fertility of the Soil.” 
He 
says stable manure is the best fertilizer on 
earth. 
Mixed farming prixluces the best results, 
because the feed given to the stock is in 
turn led hack to the soil. Save all manure, 
both liquid and solid. 
They should lie 
mixed to get best results. 
Don’t run 
liquids into a tank, but use absorbents and 
keep them together. 
The liest way to 
apply manure is to take it direct from the 
stable to the field, where it is to lie used. 
Don’t let it heat and “ fire-fang.” 
H e likened the 
practice of letting 
manure lie under the eaves to get the drip 
and run awav; to steeping tea and coffee 
and throwing away the liquor and eating 
the dregs. 
The kinds of food best adapted 
to milk production are the best for manure. 
One hundred dollars’ worth of cheese 
takes from the farm less than one-seventh 
the fertility taken by $100 worth of grain, 
while $100 worth of butter—if the skirn- 
m ilk is fed on the farm—takes nothing 
from the soil. 
For jiotatoes, use well-rotten manure. 
For corn, plow it under green. 
Thinks 
plowing under clover poor economy. 
Bet­ 
ter feed it to the cow first. 
She don’t 
want the elements the soil wants. 
The 
Professor told of an experiment at the col­ 
lege last summer. 
Two patches of jxitatoes 
were planted side by side. 
One, heavily 
manured, stood the drought fairly well, 
and produced 150 bushels per acre. W here 
no m anure was used, only 50 bushels per 
acre were realized.— California Patron. 


E f f e c t s o f C o f f e e .—Coffee acts upon 
the brain as a stim ulant, inciting it to in­ 
creased activity and producing sleepless­ 
ness ; hence it is of great value as an anti­ 
dote to narcotic poisons.

posed to prevent too rapid waste in the 
tissues of the body, and in that way ena­ 
bles it to support life on less food.
